The President of Select Council presented 
the certificate of the i*rothonotary of the 
Court of Common Pleas No. 1, of Allegheny

Gourley as Mayor of the said City of Pitts¬ 
burgh.

And the Mayor-elect, H. I. Gourley, was in¬ 
troduced by llie Committee appointed for that 
purpose, and took the oath of office, which 
was administered to him by the President of 
Select Council. 

And the Mayor spoke as follows : 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen of Select and 
Common Councils; 

“It is expected tliat the person brought 
into prominence by induction Into the most 
important office under (he city government, 
should have something to say benefitting 
the time and ocwislon. The Chief Magis¬ 
tracy of a great city is a conspicuous sta¬ 
tion. It is an honorable position which 
should dignify the incumbent and be digni¬ 
fied by him. It is not a sinecure, as many 
suppose, but it is attended by grave respon¬ 
sibilities and serious duties. 

“The people have a right to expect that he 
who assumes the duties of such a position 
will faithfully guard the interests intrusted 
to his keeping, 

“Let me cherish the hope that my official 
conduct may be such as to command the 
respect and approbation of all citizens who 
favor good government and efficient and 
prudent administration of public office, 
with no personal ends to accomplish, and no 
political aspirations to foster, I assume the 
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office with an earnest purpose to discharge 
its duties in harmony witij iny convictions 
of right and with a.view to the best interest 
of tlie city; I cannot do more, and a becom¬ 
ing regard for the people who have honored 
me witii tlieir confidence will not permit 
me to do less. 

“In a large city it becomes impossible for 
the citizens in their collective capacity to 
make laws or administer government. The 
pe()l)le of tills great city oaniiot meet to- 
getlier and legislate; tliey cannot improve 
the streets, construct sewers, manage the 
supply and distribution of water, liglit tiie 
liigliways, control llie police and lire depart¬ 
ments or in’ovide for llie care and 
comfort of the poo4\ All these matters 
and many otliers, must in tlie very 
nature of tilings, be cumniitted to men 
specially selected for the jnirposD. 
To you, gentlemen, and llie Chief 
Executive of the cily is confided the 
particular and important duty of legislating 
for the 230,!}!)() people who eompose our pop¬ 
ulation. We constitute tiie legislative 
branch of the city government; we are for 
tiie time being tlie re})resentat4ves ol the 
citizens, and wliat we do here we do in 
their name and stead. They slioiild, there¬ 
fore, be justified in the expectation and liope 
that we will legislate wisely and in llieir in¬ 
terests, The prosperity of the city, and the 
liappiness and weU-l)eing of her people are in 
a large degree condUioned by tlie measures 
enacted by us. V’’icious and extravagant 
legislation inevitably produce bad govern¬ 
ment and make a discontented and unhappy 
people. 

“Tliero is great trutli in the iSroverb: ‘In the 
multitude of counsellors tlicre is wisdom.’ It 
is only ilirougli ilie conference of many minds 
that a wise conclusion can be readied on 
important puiilicquusllons. While it may lie, 
and doubtless is, impossible in matters of legis¬ 
lation to meet the wishes of all tlie people, it 
is nevertheless true tluit, in tlie light of uU 
information lliai can l>e obtained, there is a 
resulting right and wrong touching every 
questi<in aflccting the public interests. On 
sucli questions it is your province and mine 
todiscover the rightand tlieii ‘Hew to the iHie, 
lotthe(;hips fall wliere tliey may.’ If we can 
only succeed in pursuing such a ctiursc, each 
• one of us will at least enjoy the good opinion 
of himself—a coiisideral itm whicii ought to be 
of the llrst great consequence to every man. 

“As youi’ are aware, the a-<;tof .Assembly 
api)roved the Utii day of .lune, J8.S7, togetlier 
witii tlie subsequenl legislatii)n of Council, 
put into opcj'ation various executive dejiart- 
ments of our city govorument. The head of 
«ach of these departments is tlie clilef. 

“Thecare, management,administration and 
supervision of tlie iiolice affairs, and all 
matters relating to the public health, to tlie 
fire and police force, city telegraplis, and in- 
Rliection of liiiildings are confined to the De¬ 
partment of Public Safety. 

“The Department of Public Works embraces 
the water works, public light, di.stribution of 
water and gas, opening,grading, paving, curb¬ 
ing, cleaning and repai r of streets, and the con¬ 
struction of sewers, care of public buildings, 
markets, parks, wliarves, etc. 

“To the Department of Charities are com¬ 
mitted the care, management and supervision 
of the cliarities, almshouses, hospitals, and all 
other similar institutions, the expenses of 
wliich are paid out of the city treasury. 

“The iiead of each department appoints all 
his subordinates, prescribes rules and regu¬ 


lations for their conduct, assigns their duties, 
and provides for tiie custody and preservation 
of tiie books, papers, records and property 
under his control. Here is individual res¬ 
ponsibility. 

“It has been truthfully said that if public 
work is to bo done willi vigor and lliorough- 
ness, tlierc must be some one man wlio is re¬ 
sponsible. There must be some one person 
who is to bear the blame if the work is neg¬ 
lected, and who is to liave tiie fame if the 
work is done well. 

“It is a well ostalilislied fact in public as 
well as ill private affairs tluit the division of 
power is the division of responsibilitand 
the division of resianisibility is its destruc¬ 
tion. 

“Under our former system of government 
jiower ami rcsjionsibility were ilivided, and 
Avliile members of committees, boards and 
commissionscheerfully sliarcd tlie power t liere 
was a studicHl piiiqiose on tlie part of many to 
evade llie responsibility. Tlicse things liavc 
been changed. 

“Every citizen desiring information toucli-. 
ing any of the departments to wliicli I iiave 
referred lias but to'address hisiiHpiiries to tlie 
ciiiefof Mic department. He is the responsible 
party. If tlicre is wrong-doing he is tlie man 
lo censure If his subordinates Iiave neg¬ 
lected duty he is the man to hold them to 
accountaViiiity. 

“As one who must confess liis full rcspoii- 
sibilit-y for the ineeplion of our present sys¬ 
tem of government, I nave watched its oper-' 
ations ami jivogress with no indilfercnt in¬ 
terest. Comparing tiie result thus far ob¬ 
tained witii the acliievements of tile past, it is 
my deliberate jiulgmoiit that I’ittsburgli has 
the best ami juirest government sin* has liad 
for.80 years. While I say this, I believe that a 
inore couii)lete classiticaitioii of the duties rif 
the various departments will result in a more 
economical management of their aflairs with¬ 
out impairing their elUciency, So long, gen tie- 
men, as you retain at tlio heads of these de¬ 
partments men of I'apacity ami lionor, you 
will Iiave good govenimeni; but till tlicse 
positions witii unfit and incomp.ctent men 
and your government must ileclinc. iMace, 
for example, at the head of tlie Deparfnnmt of 
Ihiblic Safety an unscrupulous or eorruiit 
man, ami you will soon witness the devel- 
opnioiit of prolllgatc power ami prosjierous 
crime. Government is but llie rellex of tliose 
wlK) adiniiiistcr it. 

“Over all the tleiiartmciits the Mayor lias 
general supervision, with power to direct their 
officers wiUiin llie line of their duties, under 
the laws and ordinance.s. Tliis power will not 
be iuoiierative, nor nor will It be exerted as an 
inipedimeiit to tlic disclnuge of legitimato 
duty, but for tlie purpose of aiding tlie officers 
in every movement that will tend to increase 
the efficiency of tlie government and protect 
the Interests of the city. 

“Tlie supplying of pleasure grounds for the 
recreation of tlie people in large ami den.sely 
populated cities is becoming a recognized 
necessity. In former times and in other 
countries it was tlie custom to set asi<le large 
tracts of land for tlie pleasure and gratifleation 
of the nobility and royalty. But the advance¬ 
ment of the nineteenl ii century lias developed 
the idea that public provision should be made 
for tlie enjoyment and diversion of all classes 
of people. Catching the spirit of tlie times, 
New York, Pliiladelphia, Boston, Baltimore, 
Cincinnati, Cleveland. Buffalo, Chlcage; St. 
Louis, San Francisco, New Orleans, Allegheny 
and many other cities of our country, have' 
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supplied oriuuuental Ki'‘>iinds for public use. 
And now, through the benellcent act of a 
good women, who, tliough for 30 years a resi¬ 
dent of a foriegn land, remember.s still her 
native city, the people of Pitlsburg are to 
enjoy the advantagesof a park. I believe that 
the citizens will approve of a judicious ex¬ 
penditure of money for the improvement of 
the 800 acres which Mrs. Schenley has gen- 
arously donated to the municipality for park 
purposes. The work of ornamentation caniiot 
be consummated in adayorayear. It siiould 
be done gradually and in such a manner as 
not to become oppre.ssive to the people. A 
reasonable appropriation properly expended 
each year will, in a camparati vely brief period 
oftirne, give to the citizens a park that will be 
an ornament to the city, a delight to tlie 
people, and an enduring memorial of the 
munificent deed of a public-spirited woman. 

“It has been said that the true university of 
this enlightened age is a collection of books. 
It is a wise policy, therefore, especially in a 
Country whose future depends on the in¬ 
telligence of the masses, to encourage every 
effort that tends to bring the wisdom of all the 
ages to the very doors of the people. Large 
collections of books, open for common use, 
are at once the storehouses and manufactories 
of science. They bring togethel the accum¬ 
ulated fruits of experience, the research and 
genius of other ages and distant nations, as 
well as of our own time and laud. Tiieir 
establishment is a benefit to all kinds of society, 
and all may find in them recreation and the 
means of intellectual impf’ovment. 

“The proposition of Andrew Carnegie to e.x- 
pend not less than a million of dollars in the 
founding of a free library for this city, is an act 
of public-spirited munificence meriting the 
imperishable gratitude of every citizen. Men 
are not born celebrated—tliey become so, and 
the hl.slory of those who have acquired dis¬ 
tinction may often be traced to the iiurnblest 
beginnings. Mr. Carnegie himself rose from 
comparative obscurity to wealth and honor, 
and by his benefactions he is affording grand 
opportunities to many an aspiring youtii 
who may some day iiitch his wagon to a star. 

“lu conclusion, gentlemen, the past three 
years liave brought to Pittsburgh plienomenal 
prosperity and growth. In her increnvso of 
population, in the extent of her improve¬ 
ments, in tlie number and recently constructed 
building.s, in the magnitude of lier wonderful 
manufactories whicli have made her name a 
synonym of diversified industry the world 
over, in the intelligence and skill of lier arti¬ 
sans and mechanics—in all tliose things which 
tend to make her a metropolitan city,she has 
exceeded the fondest hopes of her most vision¬ 
ary prophets. 

“Her debt has within the past few years 
been reduced from almost fifteen to ten mil¬ 
lions of dollars; and if a sound and cautious 
judgment is exercised by those who manage 
her afi'airs, obligations resting upon her at 
present will soon be entirely obliterated. 

“Her future is big with hope. Through the 
instrumentality of labor and wealth, and by 
the utilization of tlje inexhaustible resources 
which a beneficeiit God lias bestowed upon 
her, slie Is destined to become the home of a 
million prosperous and happy people and a 
contributing power in the development of a 
great nation.”

GKN'ThEMEN :—In the judgment of the De¬ 
partment of Charities, the time has arrived 
when it is necessary and expedient to make 
an amingement to secure a larger and more 
suitably located tract of land tbra City Poor 
Farm than the one now in use In MHtlln 
Township. 

It Is evident that this farm has become and 
is certain to continue to be inadequate and 
unsuitable for the purposes for which it was 
originally purchased, and this because of its 
size, Its surroundings and the encroachments 
thereon of railroads, rnanufaeturiug estab- 
llsliments and town population. The dis- 
advantages and inconvenionces arising fi’om 
these causes are Increasing from year to year. 

The farm contains some one hundred and 
forty to one hundred and fifty acres, subject 
totiie rights of way of the Pittsburgh, Virginia 
and Cliarleston Railway Company and the 
Pittshurgii, McKeesport and YoughiogUeiiy 
Railroad Company. 

The roads cross the property and divide it 
into tliree .sections:—one lying between the 
Monongaliele River and the Pittsburgh, Mc- 
Kee.sport and Yougliiogheny Railroad, upon 
which tlie iinproveineiUs are constructed; one 
between that railroad and the Pittsburgh, 
Virginia and Charleston Railroad: undone 
between the last named road and tJie top of 
the hill. 

My contention in 1882, when the Pittsburgh, 
McKeesport and Yougliiogheny Railroad wa.s 
proposed to be constructed through the pro¬ 
perty, that the construction and operation of 
tliat road in connection with the other and 
previous appropriations of part of the property 
by the Pitstburgh, Virginia and Charleston 
Railroad and thecontiguity of the Homestead 
Steel Works, and of the growing population of 
the borough of Homestead would ruin the 
farm as a City Poor Farm, has been verified. 
An up-grade approach upon the curve to the 
Homestead Bridge of the Pittsburgh, McKees¬ 
port and Y'oughlogheny Railroad, running 
acros.s the farm, necessitates great noise in the 
operation of the trains and discliarge of large 


volumes of smoke, both of which are tlie 
causes of much annoyance. 

In short, the wholeenviroi>ment of the place 
prevents that seclusion and privacy so de¬ 
sirable for such an Institution for many and 
very obvious reasons. 

It would, in my judgment, be better and 
m<n'e economical for the (Mty of Pittsburgli to 
sell and dls|>oseof this properly and acquire 
some other property larger in area and more 
eligibly located, and it Is confidently believed 
that a more suitable location of much greatei* 
area, more secluded and equally accessible 
can be obhUned and the necessary improve¬ 
ments erected thereon for the present value 
of the farm. 

I therefore earnestly recommend that im¬ 
mediate steps be taken towards the sale of the 
City Poor l<Wm,in Mifllin township, reserv¬ 
ing, however, to the (Mty the rlghtof occupan¬ 
cy of the buildings and grounds immediately 
adjacent thereto for a period of time sufficient 
for the careful selection of a new location and 
the construction and equipment of the nec¬ 
essary buildings thereon, subject, also, to such 
Ollier reasonable conditions as the City may 
elect to impose relative to the retnoval of tlie 
present improveTiients.

Gentlemen*;— At your last meeting you re¬ 


ferred to me various protests presented by the 
owners of property fronting or abutting upon 
Diamond street Remonstrating against the ap¬ 
proval of the report of the Hoard Viewers of 
Street Iiuprovements in this City. 

So far as the special statement of facts is 
concerned I have no possible way of verlfj'ing 
them. The report of the Board of Viewers Is, 
upon its face, perfectly regular, setting out tiiat 
all action taken was in accordance with law. 

I think we may safely assume that the 
Board did comply in every particular with 
the requisition ol tlie Act of Assembly under 
wiiich the work is proposed to be done. 

So far as the law of the case i.s concerned I 
have no reason to cliange tlie opinion here¬ 
tofore expressed, namely, tliat the act of As¬ 
sembly of 1889 is constitutional, that tlie City 
under its charter has expressly conferred 
upon it the right of eminent domain. 

That In the exercise of this power it may 
direct “the opening, widening, straightening, 
or extending of any street, lane or alley” 
within its corporate limits, and assess the cost 
upon tlie properly which may be found bene¬ 
fited. 

I have given this communication the most 
earnest and conscientious consideration ; liave 
had personal interviews with Mr. Howard on 
the subject, and have had consultation with 
rny associates. 

The views thus expressed are strengthened 
by the fact tlial all of the questions of im¬ 
portance appearing on tlie face of the protests 
were most fully and ably argued in our Court 
of Common Pleas, No. 2, and were unavailing 
in satisfying that Court that tlie points were 
well taken. 

Tlie case is one of great magnitude, invols'- 
In responsibility upon all concerned, and 
wiiich I certainly appreciate. 

Like every case in which Councils direct 
tln^se improvements, there is a possibility of 
at least a portion of the cost being assessed 
upon the City, for, in case of those wliose prop¬ 
erty “is taken, injuredordesiroyed,’’the right 
of trial by jury is constitutionally secured, 
and in case of a recovery greater in amount 
tiian the damages awarded by the Board of 
Viewers, thisdilference is primarily assessable 
upon properties which maybe found benefit¬ 
ed, but if no such property can be found, then 
upon ihe City at large. 

This is incidental to every case of public 
improvement, and is expressly provided for 
by law; but to iiiy mind there is no greater 
probability of such being done in tliis case 
tlian in others, 

1 think it has been most conclusively estab- 
lislied that the widening of Diamond alley as 
proposed is a local benefit “in which properly 
Is lound surticient to paj' all tlie costs and 
expenses. 

Tile contention of the petitioners tliat the 
exercise of the power of eminmit domain by 
the City, insucii a case as this, is a declaration 
that it is iovpublic use, and tlierefore must he 
paid by the public at large, is, in my judg¬ 
ment, not well taken. 

It does not seem to me sustainable either 
under the charter of this City, kindred acts of 
legislation, or the authorities of our highest 
Courts. If such were the case it would be 
obvious that the rule which requires proper¬ 
ties specially benefited to pay would be de¬ 
stroyed. 

Notliing seems more firmly settled in this 
State, tiian that the assessment in neeordanee 
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with benefits conferred, is a constitutional 
method of collecting the cost and expense of 
all original public improvements. 

AU of these questions can be raised and 
Anally settled before any serious expense can 
be incurred. Those who are assessed witli 
beneAts have the right of appeal; those whose 
property Is taken have the right of trial by 
jury, and each person the right of raising all 
these constitutional questions. 

I have reason to believe that appeals will be 
taken, in which case further action will be 
suspended until the questions shall have been 
fully and Anally settled. I am,

be^t quality. I will sell this property to the 
City for the price of igoOO per acre, including 
the coal, and give a deed in fee simple there¬ 
fore.

of R. JS, Carnahan, late member of Com¬ 
mon Council.

RORKKT BROWN CARNAHAN was 

essentially a man of this community and 
identifted with tiie interests of this people. 
Born upon his fatlier’s farm near to the 
City of Pittsburgh, in what is now Union 
township, his whole life, from infancy to the 
age of ripe manhood, in which he passed into 
the other world, was spent in our midst. 

Tlie family of Mr. Carnahan was one whose 
history is thoroughly partriotic and Amerl<^n, 
His grandfather, David Carnahan, served in 
the Revolutionary Army as a member of the 
Flying Artillery, and took part in many im¬ 
portant engagements of that war. 

His uncle, Alexander Carnahan, was one of 
the County Commissioners at the time of the 
building of the Court House, recently destroy¬ 
ed by tire; and it was owing to his persistent 
efforts that the present site of the County 
buildings was chosen. 

Our deceased fellow-member was the young¬ 
est Son of William Carnahan whose farm \vas 
situated upon the waters of Saw Mill Run, 
near the City, part of a larger tract of four 
hundred acres called “The Experiment,” 
purchased by David Carnahan at the close of 
tlie Revolutionary War. 

Robert received an education at the public 
school, and at the Western University, where 
he graduated. In tiiis, as in the other circum¬ 
stances of his life, he was identifted with this 
County and City. It would be an error, 
though, to say that he was educated at any 
one institution, or that his education was 
completed at any one period of his life. He 
was a constant reader and a dllligent Student 
until his death. The wide range of his read¬ 
ing, and iiis marvellously retentive memory 
gave him justly the reputation of being one of 
the best and most thoroughly cultured men 
that this community has ever produced. In 
addition to the classics, his reading included 
French and German, a wide range of philo¬ 
sophical and scientific subjects, and on his- 
toricai matters his knowledge was great and 
his accuracy proverbial. 

He studied law under the direction of the 


Hon, Walter Forward. He was admitted to 
the Bar of Allegheny County, December 6th, 
1848, and his subsequent career is written 
into its history. 

Always a close student and an indefatigable 
worker, possessed of a clear and logical mind 
and a wonderfully retentive memory, his 
ability for exhaustive research and compre¬ 
hensive analysis leading to logical and accu¬ 
rate conclusions demonstrated itself on all 
occasions so clearly as to compel recognition. 
He was not gifted with what is sometimes 
called intuition on these matters. There was 
no guess work about his mental processes. 
Questions which came before liim were ex¬ 
amined in all their bearings, turned over, 
analyzed and dissected, and bis opinion when 
formed was fortified by reason and authority 
and logically invulnerable. 

As a Lawyer, he was distinctively a student 
of law upon principle and as a science. 

His career at the Bar was progressive; the 
circles of his influence constantly widening: 
his abilities as a lawyer, his discretion and 
sound Judgment added to his clientage some 
of the largest estates and corporations in the 
City. All who came In contact with him, In 
the discharge of his professional duties were 
impressed with the simplicity and truthful¬ 
ness of his character, the breadth and liberal¬ 
ity of his mind and the soundness and accu¬ 
racy of his judgment. For many years he has 
stood in the foremost rank at the Bar. 

His legal knowledge and his perfect fairness 
of mind were the causes of his being fre¬ 
quently appointed by the Courts to act as Mas¬ 
ter in Chancery. In this capacity his reports 
were models of clear reasoning, thorough 
research and correct application of the prin' 
ciples of law, and have frequently won en¬ 
comiums from the Supreme Courts as well as 
the Courts below. 

Hiss public services have been many. And 
varied. He was essentially a public man. 
Throughout his busy and eventful life he has 
always recognized his duty to the public, and 
has found time to subserve its interests, often¬ 
times at the sacrifice of his own. 

In 1861, he was appointed District Attorney 
of the United States for the Wesiern District 
of Pennsylvania and served under Presidents 
Lincoln, Johnston and Grant for nine years 
wltli honor and distinction. 

He enjoyed the confidence of President 
Lincoln, and Edwin M. Stanton; his eminent 
Secretary of War, to a remarkable degree, and 
was especially close to them during the dark 
and troublous days of 1862 and 1863 when the 
fate of the Nation seemed to be trembling in 
t})e balance. 
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On many occasions he was called into con¬ 
sultation with them, and was entrusted with 
important commissions. Upon his examina¬ 
tion, report and recommendation, followed 
by an address to the Cabinet in person, the 
suspension of the Writ of Habeas Corpus by 
the President was decided upon in September, 
1863, to prevent decimation of our armies from 
discharges of enlisten men by the Courts, 

He was Solicitor for the County of Alle¬ 
gheny and for many years Solicitor of the 
Borough of Birmingham. He served on the 
School Board of this Borougli and on that of 
the 19th ward of t his City for a period of more 
than twenty years. 

His services in our Councils extended from 
April 4th, 1881, to July 4lh, I890,tliedateof his 
death. In all these capacities, his ripe judg¬ 
ment, knowledge of the law, and painstaking 
labors have been of the greatest advantage to 
the public. 

He was distinguished for his faitiifulness, 
activity and discernment. In the considera¬ 
tion of any public question Involving a legal 
principle, he was wont to bestow as much 
lime, study and thought as though lie were 
retaijied as counsel in the case, making his 
own examinations, forming his own conclu¬ 
sions, to which he steadfastly adhered. 

He was a courageous man, and his actions 
were at all times controlled by his own views 
on important subjects under discussion. 
Having carefully formed an opinion, it mat¬ 
tered not who favored or who opposed, he was 
outspoken and fearless in speech and action. 

As a legislator, his loss to our City will be 
greatly felt. In the settlement of difficulties 
which surrounded the former Water Depart¬ 
ment his Influence was potent, and in a great 
measure through his efforts the department 
was reorganized and steps taken to bring it to 
its present state of efficiency. 

The adjustment of the Penn Avenue Street 
Indebtedness, and tlie troubles resulting from 
the Issue ol the City’s bonds for that purpose, 
claimed much of his time and attention, and 
his services are worthy of mention and of 
record. 

The beautiful site so generousl 3 * donated to 
the City bj’ Mrs.Schenley for the purposes of a 
i*ark was obtained in great measure by his 
influence upon and advice to that estimable 
Lady, wliose safe counsellor he had been for 
many years. 

In conversation, he was Instructive, fluent 
of speech, and a ready debator; he expres.sed 
himself with an enthusiasm which attends 
thorough conviction, thus he wielded an in¬ 
fluence for good. 

Kind of heart, unassuming in manner, of a 


genial disposition, he was a delightful com¬ 
panion, and regarded by eacii member of this 
Council as a personal friend. 

So has passed away one who, while living a 
modest and unassuming life, has left a rec¬ 
ord of energy, of intelligent and well directed 
effort, of hearty sympathy for all in affliction 
and of devoted service to the public good that 
may well serve as a model to succeeding gen¬ 
erations, and which leads us to deplore a loss 
that will not be readily replaced. 

He was a good citizen and an estimable 
man. 

To his bereaved family we extend our most 
sincere sympathy in their affliction, and this 
Council now directs that the foregoing be en¬ 
tered as a minute upon its records, in public 
recognition of the services and as an endur¬ 
ing memorial to the merits of our late fellow 
member. 

Which was read. 

Mr. Rigrham said 

Mr. President and ^lenibers of Council: 

In rising to move the adoption of the brief 
minute just read commemorative of tlie emi¬ 
nent services of our late associate and fellow 
member from the Nineteenth ward the power 
of speech wholly fails me to express in any 
measure the emotions which swell iu> from 
the heart and choke for utterance. To yon, 
fellow members, who have for years enjoj’ed 
tiie pleasure and advantages of association 
with him. I need not recall the many pleas¬ 
ing characteristics of head and heart which 
won our highe.st respect, esteem and love. As 
a member of the legislative branch of the 
city’s government for nearly, a decade he oc¬ 
cupied a leading position and left his impress 
upon all measures of importance passed upon 
during that period. 

It has been my good fortune to have been 
closely associated with him during the greater 

f irt of that time,and without fear of criticism 
can bear testimony that no other member 
exercised equal influence among us. He was 
a friend and a counsellor to alt, and in his 
death wefeelthat each one has suffered the 
loss of a personal friend. During the past few 
years he and I occupied adjoining desks, and 
1 liad grown to depend greally upon his iudg- 
nieiit. DIberal in his views, free from all bit¬ 
terness or prejudices, warm hearted and 
kind, he was philosophical in his treatment 
of all questions, and it seemed to me that he 
was always riglit. Witli tiie full strength of 
his intense nature he hated the wrong and 
loved the right, and his Instincts led him to 
the truth as steadfastly as the needle turns to 
the pole. 

We often hear it said that no man occupies 
a place in this world that cannot be filled. 
This perhaps is measural)ly true, j'et I cannot 
but feel that these Councils and the com¬ 
munity at large have sustained a loss that 
will not soon be repaired. Butalthough he is 
gone the memory of his simple but earnest 
life is present with us, and it were to our 
honor and advantage that we should follow in 
his footsteps and emulate his example in 
honesty, unselflshness and courageous man¬ 
hood. 

The world, Mr. President, moves on in its 
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accustomed course, for it stops for no man, 
but many ure tlie hearts tliat will mourn his 
loss and mine will always be numbered 
among these. 

Mr. WarincuNUe said 

The excellent epitome presented by Mr. 
Blipliam leaves little for me to say of the life 
of Mr. 4’Hriialian. It seems eminently ap¬ 
propriate that we should pause irom business 
In these Councils to pay a deserved tribute to 
the memory of one who has tilled an active 
and intluential part in city legislation during 
the past decade. He loved his fellow citizens, 
and diis pride In this respect robbed him of 
time and money in his profession, but he 
gladly yielded both to the service of the peo¬ 
ple, considering it an honor j^id a sacred duty. 
He served nine consecutive years In Councils 
from the Nineteenth ward, and he said to me 
repeatedly that he would not care to return If 
it was not for tlie settlement of some import¬ 
ant measure. Now it was the water works 
difficulty, again the sewerage problem, the 
natural gas question, the financial condition 
of the city, the park Improvement, and so 
from year to year he felt he would be doing 
an injustice to his tieighbors and people if he 
neglected the grave municipal questions 
which arose, and which would be solved by 
the aid of his great ability. He Judged 
aright. Would that more of our trusted aud 
gifted citizens would follow his example. Mr. 
i'ariialiaii’M service extended over many 
years from the time he served as corporation 
C(ninsei for a South Side borough to the close 
of his career in these Councils. In all great 
improvements and questions he played a use¬ 
ful and prominent part. The last, Schenley 
Park, was the crowning one of iiis career. 
The people of Pittsburgi» should carry to suc¬ 
cessful completion the projected monument 
to his memory, so that all visitors who enjoy 
the pleasures of that delightful retreat may 
observe, in enduring marble or bronze, the 
features of the man who contributed so much 
to secure ti)Ose beautiful grounds. It will 
be left for others more capable to speak of his 
qualities as a lawyer. It is but scant notice to 
.say that he was a profound and logical reas- 
oner before a Jury, earnest as an advocate, a 
sagacious and prudent adviser, and that his 
thorough knowledge of the primary or funda¬ 
mental principles of law tilted him to be the 
very best master at the bar. In the field of 
literature his remarkable talents allowed him 
to read Greek, Latin and French with the 
same facility he did his native language. His 
wonderfully retentive memory enabled him 
txj recall with readiness the most minute de- 
tiviis and quote verbatum from pages on 
which he had not cast his eyes for years. His 
chief pleasvire aside from the companionship 
of his family was to dwell in his library, sur¬ 
rounded by his large collection of books, per¬ 
haps one of the best selections in theHtate. 
His active intellect sought pleasure and in¬ 
struction in literature’s wide range, from 
clean fiction to profound metaphysics and 
philosophy. I have spent many hours In his 
society, and have marveled at the depth of 
his Information upon all subjects. His mem¬ 
ory was a treasure of wisdom, gleaned from 
extensive reading, experience and attention. 
In this respect, at least, I believe him to have 
been the peer of Lord Macauley. This city, 
nay, this Slate, lost one of Us most profound 
scholars when ne died. 

In public life Mr. Carnahan performed 
the part of a wise and active citizen. 
His honest hatred of all that was mean 
or base made him a determined enemy 


of trickery or corruption. From intuition 
and training he held the most exalted 
ideas of the duty of a public servant, ajid 
inflexible integrity made him determined 
in the pursuit of what he considered of 
ti'uth, even if he offended his best and 
warmest friends by iiis action. He had no 
tact, save to conceive the right and follow it 
to consummation. He would not wantonly 
wound the feelings of an opponent, yet he 
seemed completely oblivious to them in his 
earnest effort to impress the truth upon his 
listeners. His puretindrugged charactercon- 
fronted all criticism. Like his ideal man, the 
Duke of Wellington, “ he stood four .square to 
every wind that blows.” 

During the trials of war times Mr. 4'arn»- 
hail was the close and trusted friend of Presi¬ 
dent Lincoln and Secretary Stanton, and at 
the instance of President Lincoln he was in¬ 
structed to test the legality of the suspension 
of the Act of Habeas Corpus, which he did 
siK'cessfiilly before Hon, Wilson McCandless, 
Judge of United States Circuit Court, sitting 
in till'*! city. This may be considered 
one of the most vital events of the war of re¬ 
bellion. In private life he was the ideal father 
and husband. His government was one of 
love and respect. Harmony and sweet fellow- 
sliip was the atmosphere of his home life. 

Notwithstanding our grief and loss, 1 think 
Mr. C)ariiahaii*s departure could not have 
been more wisely cliosen, in the full vigor of 
physical and intellectual lile he was gathered 
like the ripened but not rusted grain in the 
mellow midsummer of life, and, as we turned 
from the new made trrave that July morning, 
we .observed that nature was in full glory 
without blemish or decay. So. in the fullness 
of time we left, for the present, the brave 
citizen, loyal patriot and kind father. 

Mr. l.ambie said 

Mr. Chairman was my pleasure and 

f ood fortune to have been acquainted witli 
Ir. Carnahan for a period of thirty-five 
years. When I first became acquainted with 
him, he was in the prime of iiis early man¬ 
hood, and a school director in the borough of 
Birmingham, now Twenty-ninth ward of the 
City of Pittsburgh. I was then a lad in the 
primary department of the public sehooMii 
that district. My father’s residence was near 
to that of Mr. Curiialiaii, and the families 
were somewhat Inliniaie. At a later oeriod I 
became a pupllof the Pittsburgh High School, 
and frequently crossed the Monongahela river 
will) him to the city in tlie morning. 

During the early pei-iod of the war I was at¬ 
tending the High School, whose sessions were 
then held on Srailhfield street, almost di¬ 
rectly opposite to this hall. The abilities of 
our deceased friend and his influence at that 
early period in his career were such as to at¬ 
tract the attention of those in power, and at a 
very critical period in this history of tlie 
country he was appointed United States Dis¬ 
trict Attorney for the Western District of 
Pennsylvania. He had an office in the Cus¬ 
tom House, directly opposite where I was at¬ 
tending school. With a view to the study of 
law when not at school I was a frequent 
spectator in the United Slates courts, and 
watched him in his performance of his official 
duties. He was aware of this fact and en¬ 
couraged me with kindly words of advice and 
instruction. At his suggestion, and with his 
aid I ran as a delegate to the Republican con¬ 
vention which nominated the late Gen. Moor- 
liead for his last Congressional term, and 
though we had to fight the gallant Gen. 






















Negley, we won the day. At a still later 
period, both ofus being members of Councils, 
we became associates on some of the most 
important committees of this body, among 
which were the old Water Committee, daring 
tlie day of Jjowry and Hartiipee trouble, the 
Carnegie Library Committee, and others 
whicli I do not at the instant recall. I think 
my acquaintance with him was of siicli a 
character as to justify me in saying a few 
words upon this occasion. 

He was a close student of ?'nen and affairs, 
not only ol the men and affairs of the present 
(lay but of all ages of the past, lie was not 
content with storing his memory with facts, 
names and dates, although in that respect liis 
memory was remarkable, he was ratiier a 
philosophical student. Fie analyzed the mo¬ 
tives and causes, and traced out the effects of 
men’s actions and thouglits upon Hie times 
in which they lived and upon those-that fol¬ 
lowed. The history of all time was to liim an 
open book. He was thorouglily familiar wiili 
all its characters, and it was by him as 
thoroughly understood as it is possible for 
men to understand the history of tlieagesof 
tlie past. He had trodden air the fields 
of literature, ancient and modern, foreign an 
domestic, and had called all the bright 
flowers found therein. His memory was a 
store-house. It was accurate and prompt to 
res[)on(l when facts, illustrations orane<!dotes 
were required, either for a public address or 
for private conversation. He was always loyal 
to his friends, and in the dark hours of the 
rebellion he was most intensely loyal to his 
country. This fact was so well known that 
his advice was deemed valuable. During the 
war he was several times called to Washing¬ 
ton to consult with the President and his 
Cabinet upon public affairs. Often limes has 
he told me of the appearance of the martyred 
President and of liis kindly words upon such 
occasions. His services as District Attorney 
of the United States at this critical period 
were invaluable. As a lawyer he was ever 
faitliful to his Client, but lie never permitted 
liis zeal to blunt his conviction of right or to 
distort tlie law, as lie understood it. I did not 
always agree with liim, and more than once 
had sharp passage with him in debate, yet'I 
always attributed to him honesty of purpose 
and sincerity in words and actions. Several 
times after a lieated debate, lie has said to me, 
“liiope I iiave not hurt the feelines of any 
one,” and I distinctly recall one occasion 
when after an acrimonious discussion in 
whicli his own feelings had been hurt, he said 
tome, “Host my temper and fear I made an 
exhibition of inyself.” While very earnest in 
his own convictions he would always listen 
to tlie opinion of others, and who does not re¬ 
member his frequent question.s, when, after 
an expression of his own views, he would say, 
‘•Don’t you think so,” or “what do you 
tliink?” He was very considerate of young 
men, listened to tlicm patiently and kindly 
and aided them with advice and sympathy. 
Distinguished as he was for his exalted 
mental traits he was none Hie less noted for 
his noble moral character to which I have al¬ 
ready in some manner referred. During his 
whole career, no breath of suspicion ever 
diinned the brightness of his official, pvofes- 
slonal, or private character. Like Samuel of 
old, he could proudly challenge his country¬ 
men with the words: “ Of whose hand have I 
rec^eived any bribe to blind mine eyes there¬ 
with.” He was exceedingly jealous of his 
good name. He never ma(ie sportive refei’- 
ences or allusions, to those things which are 
wrong, and which men of honor despise. He 


seemed to believe that if a man touched pilch 
he must be defiled. 

“Vice is a monster of so frightful mien, 

As to be imted, needs but to be seen, 

Yet seen too oft, familiar with her face, 

We first endure, then pity, then embrace.” 

With him there was no toying with what 
nowadays is generally called crookedness and 
irregularity. He never ventured near the 
line. He made no joking references. A spade 
was to him aspade, and a crime a crime. He 
denounced wrong In public life witli pitiless 
scorn and in\ectives. He often stood in his 
own light and placed too small a value upon 
•his professional services. While others en¬ 
gaged ill public or professional life, for gain, 
beseemed to be engaged therein for pastime, 
or nobler still, lo a(;comptlsh good and wise 
purposes. He w'as not a religious enthusiast, 
but he had a deep and earu^t conviction tliac 
It was not all of life to live, nor all of death to 
die. Earnast, faithful and intelligent research 
and investigation had convinced him of the 
justice of the claims of Christianity and had 
broadened and deepened the Imjiressions re¬ 
ceived from home leaching in childliood. A 
few years ago IJiere was in tliio city a very 
aole, learned and eloquent man, who was im¬ 
bued with agnostic theories and who im¬ 
proved every opportunity to advance his pe¬ 
culiar views. He also was a student. Mr. 
Carnahan and he had reached different con¬ 
clusions. Upon one occlusion I Jieard Mr. 
Carnaiiaii express his horror at some of the 
teachings of this geiilleman and wonder how 
he had reached such conclusions contrary to 
reason as it seemed to him. He was a family 
man, and no man ever lived who loved his 
children and family with more devotion and 
tenderness. His was the fortune of all the 
children of men. Sunshine and shadow 
eiiased each other across ins pathway during 
his life. 1 shall not speak of his career in 
these halls. The Municipal Uecord can 
give that better than I can. Inexpressibly 
sad is the tliought that on tlie national 
holiday, while the whole city, headed by 
iier honored Chief Magistrate, was Uedi(«i- 
ting that park he did so much to 
secure, and while all were awaiting to do him 
honor, lie was dying. The season of the year 
was suggestive of anything else but death. 
We were in tlie midst of a bright and glorious 
summer. All nature seemed rejoicing in life 
and beauty. The air was redolent with the 
perfume of flowers. The whole nation was re 
joiciijg on the return of her natal day. Ad¬ 
ded to this, Plttsbitrgh had additional cause 
for joy. Our departed friend, in conjunction 
with the Chief of the Department of Public 
Works, had long hoped for and labored to 
secure a public park. At length their efforts 
hud been crowned with success. The citizens 
had assembled in that park to dedicate it. 
He was expected to be there and would have 
received from his grateful fellow citizens a 
royal welcome. But alas, man proposes, God 
disposes He was in the midst of a useful and 
Itonorable career. When last winter we saw 
him in the convention that nominated our 
present Mayor, wlio tliat saw IDs vigorous 
frame and heard his strong woids imagined 
death to be so near. He seemed to have vigor 
enough of body and mind to last for many 
years,yet listen to the poet: 

“ Leaves have their time to fall, and flowers to 
.wither at the north wind’s breath. 

But thou hast all seasons for thine own, oh 
Death.” 
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Pure in life, cultivated in mind, wise in 
counsel, eloQueut of speech, loyal In friend¬ 
ship, sincere in conviction, gentle in deport¬ 
ment, he was a man we could illyatTordlo 
lose. Our deceased friend was fitted by edu¬ 
cation and ability for a hlsrher situation in 
life than any iie ever occupied, and he was 
only held back by his inborn modesty. He 
was not wliat is known in modern parlance 
as a hustler/’ yet who shall say in his own 
way and in his own sphere he was notamore 
useful citizen than if he bad obtained more 
lofty station and higher distinction. Brains 
and culture and gentle deport mant are more 
needed ilian qualities which go to make up 
theliustler. What are the lessons of this be¬ 
reavement to the survlvore. There is no 
school master like death. In the language of 
air Waiter Raleigh, “It is death alone that 
can suddenly make man to know himself; he 
tells the proud and insolent that they are but 
abjects, and humbles them at the instant; 
makes them cry, complain and repent, yea, 
often to hate their forepast happiness. He 
takes account of the rich and proves him a 
beggai‘,a naked beggar whicli hatli interest in 
nothing but In the gravel that tllis his mouth. 
He holds a glass before the eyes of the beauti¬ 
ful and makes them see therein their deform¬ 
ity and rottenness, and they acknowledge It. 
Oh, eloquent, just and mighty death, whom 
none could advise, thou' hast pei*suaded. 
What none have dared thou hast done. 
Whom all tlie world have flattered, thou only 
hast cast out of the world and despised. Thou 
hast diawii together ait the far stretched 
greatness, all the pride, cruelty and ambition 
of man and covered it all over with these two 
narrow words, Hie Jacet'^ 

If this be true, and all human experience 
verifies it. how important for you and for me 
that we should emulate the virtues of our de¬ 
ceased, Death is ever an unwelcome visitor. 
All men realizing that there can be no escape 
from physit^l death, have turned their 
thoughts and hopes to those unending years 
wlilch stretch outward from the portals of the 
tomb. If tlie body must die, the univei*8ai 
question is may not the soul survive? A 
world-renowned philosopher has taught the 
doctrine ol ilie survival of the Attest. Thlsdoc- 
trine is as true in morals as in physics. If in 
the struggle for physical life, the strongest 
and fittest survive, and the weakest go down 
to death, so in the moral sphere nothing is 
w'ortii preserving but the good, the true, the 
pure and tiie uoble. and in the future that lies 
beyond they shall be as eternal as God him¬ 
self. The kind words uttered to*day, so far us 
our dead brother Is concerned, fall upon dead 
ears and meet witii no res[^iise from his 
heart. Two weeks ago solemn dii^es and sad 
requiems were heard in the city of New York. 
All dags were furled, and trade stood still as a 
great funeral procession marctied dotvn lier 
grand avenue of commerce. In the beautiful 
bay had assembled at the command of the 
President a fleet of war sliips, and around 
them were gathered hundreds of vessels. 
TJiere were dainty pleasure boats and grace¬ 
ful excursion steamers, there were small har¬ 
bor tugs and they mighty greyhounds of the 
sea; there were ungainly ferryboats and trim 
merchant men. All maritime nations of the 
world were represented in that grand naval 
assemblage. All flags were furled. Minute 
guns were ttred from the forts and vessels in 
the harbor. The sliores were black with peo¬ 
ple. What did it all mean? The remains of 
John Ericsoii were being borne from the land 
of his adoption, and triumph to the home of 
his childhood, to the land of bis sires. No 


mighty viking of the north ever had so grand 
or such an appropriate funeral. But what 
eared John Ericson for all this pomp and 
vain display? It were better to speak kind 
words to the living, to give rewards in life, 
rather than heap empty honors upon the life¬ 
less corpse. Let us learn to appreciate and 
esteem during life thegood traits ofthose who 
are around us. There are among us to-day 
many good, true and w’orthy men. Virtue is 
not banished from the world. Let us not bo 
so ready to discover and expose the faults of 
onr fellows, but rather hasten to extol their 
virtues, and reward them for the good they 
have done. Let us banisii selfishness and be 
more charitable. Remember the words ofthe 
wisest of men, “Hatred stfrreth up strife, but 
love covereth all sins.’’

Mr. ('arnahan was a man. To our honor 
and profit we knew him. Onecould go on and 
on and say no more than that. He was a 
man among men. Strong and earnest, and 
yet so kind that he offended none. It is not 
often that at the close of a long busy life the 
associates of a man can took back and find 
throughout its entire career that his life had 
been entirely kind. To-day we pay him no 
tribute. He stood for himself, and needs no 
word of ours to show that he was a man in 
the full, the true sense of the word.

Gentlemen:—I beg leave to return to 
your honorable body, without my approval, 
an C>rdinance (file S. C. No. 76), entitled “An 
Ordinance for the vacation of a portion of 
Marbury street, (formerly Little avenue).” 
MarbuTy street was located on a plan of lots 
laid out by the Little heirs, and apv>roved by 
Councils May 1st, 1874. It follows a ravine in 
a southeasterly direction from F’orbes street 
and connects with Boundary street, extend¬ 
ing along the Junction liailroad. 

it is in reality the only street east of Boquet 
for a distance of probably a mile, running 
south from Forbes that connects the latter 
with any other important thoroughfare. 
When graded and paved, as it certainly will 
be at no distant day, Marbury will become a 
useful street, not only to the people in the im¬ 
mediate vicinity, but to the general public 
as well. Since the location of this street a 
considerable portion of the abutting property, 
and probably much of that fronting on More¬ 
land and Boundary streets may have ex¬ 
changed hands; and if so, the persons now in 
possession unquestionably purchased with 
the express understanding that they would 
be permitted to enjoy the unrestricted use of 
the street. 

The property in this vicinity is very near to 


Schenley Park, and will inconsequence be oc¬ 
cupied within a comparatively brief period of 
time. Totlie people who will find homes here, 
Marbury is the only street that can possibly 
afford a direct or convenient outlet to Forbes 
street. To close the very entrance to 
the street M'ould therefore seem a llairrant in¬ 
justice to property-holders who have an undis- 
putable riglit to its unobstructed use. 

It is said by parties urging the vacation 
that per.sons desiring to use the street can 
obtain access to it by way of Mawhinney 
street and Fresco alley. This may be true, 
but it is a circuitous and unsatisfactory route ; 
and it is neither reasonable nor just to dis¬ 
commode many citizens for the benefit and 
advantage of one or two persons. 

It is impossible to view tlie vacation con¬ 
templated by this ordinance as a betiefitto 
any individual in the city of Pittsburgh ex¬ 
cept tlie person who comes into possession of 
the portion of the street vacated. It simply 
means a practical donation to somebody of a 
valuable lot fronting forty (49) feet on f'\)rbes 
street, extending oack one hundred (100) feet, 
and worth approximately five thousand 
($o,iX)0) dollars. This cannot, in my judgment, 
be done without a wilful disregard of the in¬ 
terests of the public and a causeless sacrifice 
of M>e rights of property-liolders who have a 
special interest in the street. 

Better vacate the street entirely than render 
it absolutely useless by placing an impass¬ 
able barrier at its entrance. The practice of 
vacating streets is, generally speaking, 
wrong, and the growing tendency in that di¬ 
rection is becoming a serious evil. 

Individuals, firms and corporations desir¬ 
ous in this way of procuring valuable prop¬ 
erty for nothing pertinaciously press their 
claims before Councils until finally their per¬ 
sistent efforts are crowned with success. 
While it is no doubt true that circumstances 
sometinies justify the vacation of the whole 
or a portion of a street, it must at the same 
time be admitted that the interests of the in¬ 
dividual demanding the vacation are gener¬ 
ally promoted at the expen.se and inconveni¬ 
ence of the community. 

For the foregoing reasons and others which 
might be presented, I return the ordinance 
without my approval.

the favorable consideration of the matter. 












Tlie information contained in these lists is 
of value to tax-payers,undof general interest, 
but the price fixed upon them is prohibitive 
of their circulation. 

We believe if a nominal price were asked 
the books would circulate more freely and 
fulfil the purpose of Councils in having them 
compiled. 

We will suggest, therefore, that they be 
offered at Twenty-five cents per set and that 
the City Treasurer continue to be the desig¬ 
nated official to dispose of them, to whom 
application and payment of money shall be 
made.

To the Honorable, Select and Common Coun¬ 
cils of the Citj/of Pittsburgh: 

Gkntlemkn I deem It my duty as the 
chief executive of the city to respectfully 
tsubinit for yonr consideration several matters 
wJiich.ut the present lime, seem to possess a 
special importance. In this communication 
these matters are taken up sepamtely, and 
wiiat I have to sa 3 ' concerning each Is present¬ 
ed In connection witli each subject. 

CITIE.S OK THE SECOND CLASS. 

I desire to call your attention first to the 
fact that our sister City of Allegheny has 
virtualiy become a citj’ of the second class, 
and that un^’ laws that may be enacted by the 
next Legisiuture touching cities of that class 
will effecli both Pittsburgh and Allegheny 
alike. 

It would, therefore,seem wiseandexpedient 
that some suitable action should be taken by 
the two cities, in order that any legislation 
that may be had, may be harmonious and j 
for the beat interests of both. 

For tills reason I respectfully suggest (he i 
appointment of a special committee to liave | 
charge of the matter of State legislation, and i 
whici) shall meet and consult with a similar | 
committee appointed for the same purpose by 
Allegheny. J 

The great Importance of this matter at the 
present lime. Is apparent, because many per- | 
soils ill our own city entertain the opinion I 
lliatthe Act of 1887, known as the new Charter, j 
should be amended by the incoming legis¬ 
lature; and It is moreover probable that 
Alleglieny City will especially desire some 
change In the provisions of that act. i 

The law to which I refer was enacted entir¬ 
ely with reference to this City, and differs 
materially in its chaructor of legislation from | 
all other Acts relating to the government of ] 
other cities of the State. I 

It briefly prescribes the form of tlie city ! 
government and leaves the deiaile to be ad¬ 
justed by ordinances of Councils. It is flex¬ 
ible in ils cliaracter, permitting change in the 
methods of the government by simply chan¬ 
ging the ordinances of the City. The ordinan¬ 
ces, therefore, of two cities of the second class 
adopted to curry the city government into i 
effect may be entirely different and thus ' 
suited to the wants and requirements of the i 
respective cities of Unvt class. * 

This Act of 1887 preserves all previous legis¬ 
lation, touching cities of the second class, nut 
In conflict with It or repealed by it, and as it 
relates only to the form of government of 
sncli cities nearly all the previous leglsIaUon 
on other matters is retained. Under this act, 
therefore, Pittsburgh and Allegheny may en¬ 
joy a similar form of government without in¬ 
terference with tiie existing laws of either re¬ 
garding other matters. 

In these respects the act is a wonderful Im- 

f irovemeut over all previous legislation re- 
atingtothe same subjects, but it is still im¬ 
perfect. in the opinion of many people the 
Act of 1887 slioiild be amended by the Leglsla- 
luresoHS to change the form ot the govern¬ 
ment ill several respects, as follows: 

First. The Mayors of such cities sliould be 
invested with more power and responsibility 
in their governments. I 


Second. Some simple and expeditious 
method should be provided for the trial and 
puuisliment ot city officers. 

Third. Tlie heads of departments should be 
elected by the people, and their oflicial terms 
reduced from four to tiiree years. 

Tliese officers are now elected by Councils, 
and tlie charge is frequently made that with 
the political power which they can uli.ize 
through the instrnmentality of their ap¬ 
pointees and employes they can either jointly 
or otherwise control the election of a suffici¬ 
ent number of Conncilmen especially friendly 
to them, to virtually insure their own re- 
eiection. It is further urged that iJie citizen 
being culled upon to vote directly for the 
head of the department will erercise more 
discrimination in muklng his selection than 
he generally does when voting for a member 
of Council, wiio, under existing law becomes 
his rem*esentative in this important pariicu- 
lar. TnrougU an election by the people it is 
claimed tljat the bonds of attiniij' between 
Councils and the departments will be broken, 
except in so far as the relation is preserved 
by ordinances of Council. Councils wiil thus 
become tlie guards of the city, and not of the 
departments. 

It is furthermore argued that as the heads 
of the three principal departments of the city 
governnu nt, Public Works, Public .Safety and 
Charities expend annually in the aggregate 
more tlian two million dollars, and adminis¬ 
ter aifairs which vitally affect the welfare of 
all the people, they should be directly respon¬ 
sible to the citizens whose Interests are so 
wholly committed to their keeping. 

Any application to the Legislature for a 
change in oiirgovernment would have greater 
weight if supported by the approval of both 
cities of the second class; and, I therefore, ask 
your favorably consideration of tlie sugges¬ 
tion for some conference with the authorities 
of Allegtieny City. 

VALUATION OF PROPERTY’. 

The new charter requires that the Board of 
Assessors shall assess all property taxable for 
city purposes at its actual cash value. After 
determining as nearly as may be the cash 
value it becomes their duty under tlie Act of 
Assembly, approved May 5th, 1870, to classify 
the real estate so assessed or valued in such 
manner as to discriminate between bulll-itp 
property, rural or suburban property, and 
property used exclusively for agricultural or 
farm purposes. This same act requires that 
the foil 2 'ate of tux slmli be calculated upon 
one-half tlie cash value of agricultural prop¬ 
erty, upon two-thirds of the cash value of 
rural or suburban property, and uprtn the full 
casli value of built-up property. It will be ob¬ 
served that under the law all pi’operty taxa¬ 
ble for city purposes should be assessed at its 
actual cash value. Whilst tills rule is gener¬ 
ally applied in determining the value of what 
is known as built-up property, it has not 
been, and is not now adhered to In fixing the 
values of properties classified as rural or ag¬ 
ricultural. 

I could designate a tract of land embracing 
one hundred and twenty-five acres clas.sifted 
as agricultural which could not be purchased 
for less than five or six hundi'ed thousand 
dollars, and whicli is paying taxes to the city 
on a net valuation of about forty thousand 
dollars. Tins is butoneof numerousinstances 
which might be cited to show that the law is 
not only not observed but is ab.soliitely 
ignored in determining the value of what is 
designated as agricultural property. If the 















property referred to is worth in the market 
hall a million of dollars it should pay u tax 
upon a valuation of not less than two hundred 
and titty thousand dollars. Examine the 
discriptive list of property assessed as rural in 
the purnplet published by the Board of Asses¬ 
sors, and you will be lorced to the conclusion 
that tliere must be something radically wrong 
In tile method of assessment. 

On Forbes avenue, a man who is -able to 
own a magnificent house, surrounded by 
large and splendid grounds is classified as 
rural, and pays taxes upon a two-thirds valu¬ 
ation on both house and lot. Whereas his 
neiglibor in more moderate circumstances 
immediately across the street, who ownes 
a smaller house and a more modest lot or 
piece of ground comes underthe clussilication 
of built-up property and pays taxes upon a 
full valutilion. The same is true of properties 
on Fifth avenue, Ellsworth, Highland and 
otlier important and desirable avenues 
ihroughout the East End. 

The small and the intermediate homes are 
taxed on their cash value, while the larger 
and more valuable properties are not only 
placed under a rural classification, but tiie 
valuations very generally put upon them do 
iioteveii approximate a cash basis. Indeed 
in many cases they fall below fifty percent, 
of the cash value. 

Such a method of adjusting property values 
is in conflict with the very spirit of equal iza- 
tion and at variance with every requirement 
of law. 

The man who owns a residence worth fifty 
or a hundred thousand dollars on a desirable 
avenue, where he enjoys the benefits of police 
and fire protection, city water and light, has 
all the advantages afforded by the munici¬ 
pality to any citizen ; and he is as Justly enti- 
iled under the law to pay taxes upon the full 
value of his property as any other man is to 
pay in full upon property worth five or ten 
thousand dollars, and representing perhaps 
all ills worldly possessions. Taxation lies at 
the foundation of all government. The hand 
of the lax gatherer is stretched out to every 
person who owns a foot of property, and the 
valuation upon wTiich ta.xution Is based 
should be so equitably adjusted as to compel 
every citizen to bear his just proportion of the 
burden necessary to maintain the government 
of the City. Much has been done during the 
lastfew years.especially in some portions of 
the city, toward equalizing the assessed values 
of properties but much has yet to be accom¬ 
plished-before our system of taxation meets 
tlie requirements of the law or can be recogni¬ 
zed aseven comparatively just to the people. 

A radical reformation must come sooner or 
later which will insure just and Impartial 
valuations, and distribute in an equitable 
manner.the burden of taxation, which, at the 
present time, is unequally borne by the 
people. This subject presents u fertile field 
for investigation, and I trust Councils will 
give it the consideration its importance 
demands. 

SINKING FUNDS. 

The Act of Assembly approved June 13th, 
18«3, directs the Councils of cl ties of the second 
class to provide by ordinance for the invest¬ 
ment, by the Ctmtroller, of all balances re¬ 
maning.to the credit of the sinking funds of 
said cities, in the loans of said cities, or the 
loans of the United States, or the loans of the 
Slate of Pennsylvania and the income derived 
from such investment shall, on collection, be 
credited to the several sinking funds res- 
pecMvely. 


The language of the act is clear and explicit, 
and under it tlie duty devolves upoii Councils 
to provide for the investment of tlie sinking 
funds at present lying unproductive in the 
depositories of ilie city. 

The Controller has embraced every oppor¬ 
tunity lor the purchase of bonds under the 
direction of tlie Finance Committee, but he 
has been in a measure handicapped by in¬ 
structions wiiich limit his purchases lo a 
figure which will insure to the city an Income 
of three and a half per cent, on the invest¬ 
ment. 

I am informed by the Controller that the 
sinking tunds in the several depositories of 
the city aggregate the sum of one million 
dollars (81,0iW,0l)().W)). From this large amount 
<>/money the city is deriving no income. It 
is no doubt producing something for the 
banks which liold it, but so far as the city is 
concerned it is absolutely unproductive. If 
this large amount of money from which the 
city is deriving no benefit cannot be invested 
at the rate of three and a half per cent, inter¬ 
est, why not invest it at three per cent, and 
thus iuvsure an annual income of thirty 
thousand dollars ($10,01X1.00)? Why not, if 
necessary, invest it even at two and a half per 
cent., and by so doing increase the revenue of 
llie several sinking funds of the city by the 
annually accruing interest of twenty-five 
tliousand dollars (:^5,OOO.UO)? Leaving out of 
the question the express requiretneuts of the 
law and viewing the subject simply in the 
light of a business proposition the conclusion 
must be reached that the best interests of the 
city will be subserved by the investment of 
tills money, even at a lower rate of interest. 
Better to have it produce something than 
nothing. 

CITY Hospital. 

The pressing necessary of a city hespltal is 
becoming more and more manifest as the city 
grows and the 3 ’ears advance. 

Almost daily some of the officials are visited 
by the sick or unfortunate, the old and de¬ 
crepit, wasted or worn by the infirmities of 
old age, penniless and in need of protection 
and care. Some of tliese destitute people are 
strangers who have readied the city on their 
way East or West in search of friends with 
whom they hope to find a home. Others are 
men and women who work for meager wage, 
and hence have been unable to accumulate 
sufficient money to provide for iheir necessi¬ 
ties in the hour of sickness. Many of them 
are not proper subjects for the Foor Farm, and 
others Industrious when able to work, have a 
horror of such an institution. 

What such persons need is the temporary 
care and attention of a hospital. TTie vari¬ 
ous hospitals of the city are exceptionally 
kind and eonslderaie, but they cannot, and 
ought not, to be expected to receive grat- 
uiiously the sick ana destitute persons who 
should be provided for at the expense of the 
municipality, 

1 do not believe the present an expedient 
time to undertake the work of establishing a 
city hospital, and yeti earnestly think some- 
tliliig sitould be done for the relief of persons 
such as those to whom I refer. 

Would it not be well, therefore, in the ab- 
senseofany better arrangement at the pres¬ 
ent time to make an appropriation of, say ten 
thousand dollars (310,OUO.iXi) to be used under 
wise restrictions in providing in the several 
h(»spituls ol the city suitable relief for tlie sick 
and destitute who may be deemed worthy of 
such attention? I make this inquiry simply 





























in the form of a suggestion which I trust 
Councils may deem worthy of consideration. 

FREE BRIDGES. 

There Is an almost universal demand, es¬ 
pecially by tije South Side, for free bridges. 
The people more particularly interested in 
this matter aggregate, at leastapproximately, 
one-third of our city’s population; in conse¬ 
quence of this fact, if for no oilier reason, the 
claims so earnestly urged by them are enti¬ 
tled to respectful consideration. 

They naturally feel that the structures span¬ 
ning the Monongahela and connecting differ¬ 
ent sections of the same municipality, sliould 
be as free to the citizens as the streets and 
highways of the city. 

The justice of their demands must be con¬ 
ceded, but how to meet them even partially 
without increasing to a very appreciable ex¬ 
tent the burden of taxation is a problem 
worthy of the highest consideration of Coun¬ 
cils. 

The purchase of these bridges, which have 
been erected at large expense by private cor¬ 
porations, even if possible, is not practicable 
at this time. 

Such an undertaking would involve a 
greater expenditure than the municipality 
will be prepared to assume until her present 
debt shall have been more nearly extin¬ 
guished. 

Perhaps all that can be done by your honor¬ 
able bodies at the present time is to make a 
reasonable appropriation, to be held in re¬ 
serve and Increased by futureapproprlations, 
until a sufficient sum shall, accumulate with 
whicli to build a bridge or purchase the right 
of way. Of course the time is coming when 
all these bridges must and will be free, but 
this cannot be expected in the immediate 
future. 

In this connection permit me to add that 
there is a pressing necessity for a bridge 
across the Monongaliela from the mouth of 
Twenty-fourth or Twenty-fifth streets. South 
Side. 

The growth and business interests of the 
city demand the means of communication at 
this point. Besides such a structure would 
make Schenley Park comparatively accessi¬ 
ble to a large proportion of the South Side 
people. The citizens of this part of our city 
bear their portion of tlie expenses attending 
the Improvement of the park, and if they are 
to enjoy Us advantages and benefits It should 
be made as easy of access as possible. 

This bridge when built should be built by 
the city, and made free to all the citizens. 

I leave th^s matter with you, entirely satis¬ 
fied that your action will be determined by 
what you conceive to be for the best interest 
of all concerned. 

I had hoped to be able to-day to transmit to 
you the reports of the several departments of 
the city government, but as all these reports 
have not yet been received by me, this is im¬ 
possible. 

Whatever I may have to say concerning 
these documents and kindred subjects will be 
said when I present the reports to Councils.

year, thus giving us at least the ap¬ 
proximate amount of 81,470,916.50 which will 
be received outside of the city tax. 
Tins will leave, to meet the esti¬ 
mated requirements, 83,118,389.60 to be 
raised by city tux, which is an increase over 
the amount for the present year of 8508,339.60, 
and to secure the amount would require a tax 
levy of 17 inillson a valuation of 8184,000,000.00.

The Treasurer's Office is economically 
managed as is evidenced by the fact that its 
running expenses are but little in excess of 
what they were fourteen years ago, and yet 
within the period named our population has 
doubled, while the number of taxpayers have 
Increased in proportion. 

To the public this is an important office, and 
every facility should be afforded for the con¬ 
venience of the taxpayer and the prompt and 
ready collection of taxes. 

Perhaps the most Important office in the 
city government is that of the Assessors. In 
itare adjusted the valuations upon which 
taxes.on property are computed. These valu¬ 
ations must De equitable if Lliey are to be just. 
II this desirable object can. be attained by the 
appropriation of 818,000.00 for this office it will 
be money wisely spent. 

As will be noticed the Central Board of 
Education asks for an increase of $15,240.00 
over the amount appropriated for educational 
purposes last year. This sum is required to 
meet the expense attending the employment 
of the additional teachers rendered necessary 
by the natural Increase in the number of 
pupils entering the public schools. 

During the last five or s^x years our city has 
been characterized by a wondrous growth, 
and yet the amount (f414,71.5.00) required for 
educational purposes is but 21 per cent, in ex¬ 
cess of the sum appropriated for the public 
schools for the year 1886. 

The large increase in the number of pupils 
during the prese.nt year has made it neces¬ 
sary to increase the leaching force from 611 to 
615 teachers. This fact alone explains in a 
large degree the necessity of an increased ap¬ 
propriation.

History and experience demonstrate that, 
in cities at least, poverty and siiftering in¬ 
crease with the iiicrease in populaiion; and I 
refer to the figures just given to show that 
while the number of those who must be pro¬ 
vided for at public expense liave grown with 
the growth of our city, the expense of their 
maintenance is but little In excess of tbe 
amount appropriated for the support of the 
poor ten years ago. 

This statement of facts reflects credit upon 
the management of the Ifepariment of 
Charities. The following statement presents 
tlie amount annually expended bythecity 
during the past six years for the maintenance 
of the Fire, Police and Board of Health De¬ 
partments at present composing, or largely 
composing, the Department of Public Safety.

This appropriation included $55,400.00 for 
police telegraph, and $7,000.00 for a garbage 
furnace.

As shown by the foregoing statement the 
amount of money expended by tlie Depart¬ 
ment of Public Safety during the year 1890 is 
almost double the amount expended by the 
Departments of B’lre, Police and Board of 
Health for the year 1885. 

The noticeable Increase In the expenditures 
of this department Is partially explained in 
the fact that during the past three years 
almost $200,000.00 have been l»pent in ilie 
buying of lots, in the building, remodeling, 
repairing and (urnlshtng of engineand station 
houses and In the dtUng up and furnishing of 
offices. Of this sum almost $76,01*0.00 were 
spent during ihe present year. 

In view of what has been done In the llneof 
improvements Indicated is it not possible to 
defer some of the contenjplated Improve¬ 
ments of a similar character, and thus reduce 
the estimates of the Department of Public 
Safety for the coming year? 

It is certainly true tliat many improve¬ 
ments were necessary in this department; 
hut whether some of these improvements 
have not been more elaborate and expensive 
than the necessities required is a question 
concerning which Jv*arious opinions may be 
entertained. 

I have no disposition to criticise, except in 
the kindliest spirit any of the actions of a de¬ 
partment which has, in the main, been man¬ 
aged with exceptional ability, and which has 
effected a radical reformation in the police 
administration of this city. 

Great good has been accomplished by the 
department, and while 1 render this deserved 
tribute to its administration, I desire with 
rqiial candor to say tlmt the rule of economy 


is just as wise in the management of public 
allairs as in the conduct of private business. 

Speaking in general terms,and without per¬ 
sonal reference, the tendency ol all municipal 
governments Is toward extravagance. Exten¬ 
sive impj’ovements, expensive public build¬ 
ings and lavish expenditures in other direc¬ 
tions are necessarily followed by increased lux¬ 
ation which not only add to the expense of 
city living, but also to the cost attending tlje 
prosecution of-business enterprises and in¬ 
dustries within tlie city limits. 

In proof of this, it maybe truthfully said 
that there Is a manifest disposition on the 
p.artof many extensive manufacturers to re¬ 
move their plants outside tlie limits of cities 
where, through the agency of large expendi¬ 
tures, taxatjon has become a pest. 

The estimated amount required by the De¬ 
partment of Public Works for the ensuing 
year is $1,742,739,90, which is an increase over 
the amount appropriated last year of $479,- 
239.90. It is obvious, therefore, that if the tax 
levy for 1801 is not to be increased the esti¬ 
mates of this department must be cut down 
almost, if not altogether, four hundred thous¬ 
and dollars. 

The Department of Public Works is one of 
great magnitude, and embraces a wide range 
of operations. To meet the expenses attend¬ 
ing the management and work of sucl) a de- 
pariment requires a large amount of money, 
and I liave no doubt that the sum estimated 
for tlie next year could* be judiclonsly ex¬ 
pended. 

Many of the streets througliout the city re¬ 
quire repaving, and probably more than half 
theesti)naie could be used for that purpose 
alone. Many other improvemenU may be 
and doubtless are desirable and important, 
liuicunthe city afford to appropriate all the 
money that may be deemed necessary at the 
present time for these purposes? I am very 
free to state, that, in my judgment slie can¬ 
not. A fifteen-mill lax on the city valuation 
of to-day Is just about.equai to a tvvent.v-four- 
mill lax on the valuation of 1886, and yet the 
levy for that year was but fourteen mills. 

T had intended to point out In this report 
certain estimates whiclj in my own judgment 
ougl)t to be reduced or entirely omitted, but 
after a very satisfactory interview with tbe 
cljjefofthe department I at once concluded 
not to persue such a course. 

Tlie otticer to whom I refer is familiar with 
ail the details of his department and knows 
better than any one else what items can be 
stricken out of his estimates with the least 
disadvajitage to the city. He realizes as 
keenly as any other person the impropriety 
and unw’isdomol increased taxation, and will 
personally suggest to your F'inance Committee 
whatever reductions may be necessary to 
effect tlie object desired. 

The report from this office shows that up to 
December 1,1890,'there was paid into the City 
Treasurer’s Office the aggregate sum of$(>4.- 
994.01 as receipts from the several Police 
Magistrates of the city. For the month of De¬ 
cember the additional sum of $4,636.55 from 
the same source has been passed into the 
Treasury, making the total receipts to Janu¬ 
ary 1.1891, $69,6^30.50, The receipts for the pres¬ 
ent month will probably make Ihetolal re¬ 
ceipts of this office for tlie whole year about 
$74,000.00. This is an excess of about $25,1)00.1)0 
over the receipts of last year, notwillistand- 
ing the fact that various licenses heretofore 
collected by this office were transferred to the 













































department of Public Safety at the com- I 
ineneement of the writer’s official term. 1 ' 

would respectfully suggest that your Finance 
Committee fix the estimated receipts of the 
Mayor’s Office for the year at 1891 at #90,000.00. 

There are one or two other matters to wliicli 
I desire to refer. According to reports in my 
possession tliere are about sixteeu horses and 
buggies furiiished at the expense of the city 
for tiie use of city officers. Some of these, and 
especially tliose used in the Fire Bureau, are 
an absolute necessity, butothersin my judg¬ 
ment might very j>roperly be dispensed witii. 

Tlie facilities at present afforded bystreet 
cars render the use of liorses and buggies less 
necessary than in the i)ast, and as a conse- 
ijuence every possible expense In this direc¬ 
tion should be discontinued at the earliest 
possible moment. These buggies are not only 
a source of constant expense’to the city, but 
so far as 1 liave loeen able to discover a num¬ 
ber of them were never expressly authorized 
by Councils. 

Again, notwithstanding the opinion of very 
excellent gentienien to the contrary, 1 be¬ 
lieve the time has come when the affairs of 
the city government should be administered 
with some degree of adherence to the estab¬ 
lished rules which apply in business life. 
There are many excellent men in the employ 
of the city, but lo suy this of all w'ould l)e a 
flagrant misapplication of terms. 

Fitness for the duties required should be 
deemed an essential qualification in the man 
appointed to place. Departments and bureaus 
should not l)e cripple<l, nor the administra¬ 
tion of the government impaired by theadmit- 
ted incapacity of appointees who are an in¬ 
cubus on the body politic, The public have a 
right lo expect capable service and the un¬ 
questioned duty devolves upon those who 
))ossess the appointing power to see lhat they 
are not disappointed. 

I had intended to communicate something 
regarding the unlmppy situation presented 
by tlie-recent decision of the Supreme Court 
touching the method of assessing costs for the 
improvement of streets, etc., in our city. But 
inasmuch as your F'inance Committee has 
very promptly and very properly held a meet¬ 
ing lo determine on some suitable course in 
tlie present emergency, I deem it unnecessary 
to say anything on the subject at tiiis time. 
Before I knew of tliis meeting I had at the re- 
<luestol tlie City Controller invited a confer¬ 
ence of the leading officials at tliis office on 
Tuesday iit 2 P. M. In view of the action of 
your committee this meeting is pc'rhaps nii- i 
neeessai’.v.

Dear Sir:— Herewith pleasefind scheduled 
report of tlieexpendltures and receipts of the 
Department of Public Works for ihe ten 
months ending November 80, 1890, with ap¬ 
proximate receipts for the months of Decem¬ 
ber. 1890, and January, 1891. The amounts ap¬ 
propriated for the several bureaus of the de¬ 
partment, I am pleased to say, will be suffici¬ 
ent for the expenditures of the two remaining 
months of the fiscal year. 

Approximating tlie amounts to properly i 


conduct the department for the incoming 
year, I have been compelled to increase the 
Hinountsiu llie following bureaus ; Knglneer- 
ing and Surveys, City Property, Highways 
and Sewers, Public Lighting. Water Supply 
and Distribution, Board of Viewers, Paries 
and liepaving, for the following reasons: 

In the Bureau of Engineering and Surveys 
tiie work already proposed will necessitate 
the employing of ah additional corps. 

Tlie increase in the Bureau of City Pronerty 
is caused by the remodeling of the City Treas- 
unn-’s Office, Council Chambers, Assessors' 
Office, Registry Office, plumbing and other 
repairs to Municipal Hall. 

Highwjiys and Sevyers—The large number ol’ 
streets improved, and miles .of sewers con¬ 
structed during the past year, and the rapid 
growth of our city nmke it necessary that the 
force be increased to keep apace with the 
times. . I had arranged lo purchase machin¬ 
ery, horses, ite., out of the appropriatioti of 
1890, but on account of the storms of the past 
two weelts the expenditures of the bureau 
have been so increased as will absorb the 
greater part of t he appropriation, compelling 
me to add the above named items in llie ap¬ 
proximated estimate for 1891. 

In the matter of public lighting I have pro¬ 
vided for one hundred and sixty (160) arc 
lamps, to be placed on the South Side, thirty- 
nine (89)on Secondaveniie,twelve (12) on But¬ 
ler street and Stanton avenue, fourteen on 
(U) in tlie Oakland district, twenr.y-two (22) 
in Sharlyside, and sixty-rtve (65) in the East 
Kutl. 

in the Bureau of Water Supply and Dlstri- 
luition the increase is caused by the item of 
natural gas. In connection with tliis, I 
wish to call your attention to the fact we 
pumj) at least one-half of the water used in 
the city one liuiidred and twenty (120) feet 
higher than is necessary. To save this ex- 
penseaiidto provide for the proper amount 
of reservoir capacity, I have placed the 
amount of seveniy-ttve thousand dollars (875,- 
9<K).00) for the purchase of property for that 
purpose. 

The increase in the office of the Board of 
Viewers is on account of the raise in the 
salaries of the clerks, which was ordered by 
Councils. 

In the item of parks the jiurclnise of prop¬ 
erty and the law compelling us to pa 3 ’ the en¬ 
tire purchase at one time increases the 
amount asked for over one hundred tliousand 
dollars (8160,000.00). 

In the matter of repaving the schedule shows 
the cost of the several streets that in my 
judgment should be repaved. Councils have 
referred petitions for manj' streets that I 
shall be compelled to leave over for another 
year. 

The subject of bridges is a new one. I have 
placed the sum of one hundred thousand dol¬ 
lars (8100,OOO.(Kl) for the bridge over the Mon- 
ongahela river, that arnountseerning to satisfy 
the demand of the citizens in that section of 
the city. I have also added thirty thousand 
dollars (880,000.00) fora bridge ovei‘ Negley 
run, and twenty thousand dollars (820,000.00) 
for one on Forward avenue, Twenty-lhira 
ward. Believing tliul the increase value of 
the property will soon repay the city for the 
outlay.

The Municipal (.'onsolidated Sinking Fund 
has received hiurfeeii thousand dollars by 
appropriation in ihe paKt two years, but the 
Finance Comm Ittee liave not seen proper to 
make provision lor fourieen years prior i Itere- 
to in wlilch no appr<ipriotU»n was made tor 
this fund. Tile amount due ihissiiiUing fund 
when tlie first appropriation was made in 
18«9 was$U8,0;M), wiiich amount should, under 
law, Ite provided in addition to annual up- 
ropriatlons at the rate of the last two years 
y the lime the loan mulures in 1904. 

If the annual appropriation be dcmblcd for 
tlie next fourteen years ilie full sum reqtilred 
at maturity, wltli the present balance, will be 
ttius provided.

H. W. Alexander being duly sworn says he 
Is the H. W. Alexander who offered to the 
City of Pittsburgh a farm situate in Plum 
township, Allegheny county, for poor farm 
purposes, that he has read the article pub¬ 
lished in the Pittsburgh Leader \n its issue of 
February 8, 1891, regarding him and his con¬ 
nections with said transaction. The article is 
true In so far as it says that he was inter¬ 
viewed by a reporter from thpt paper, but the 
report of said interview was “doctored up ’ 
and so changed as to entirely misrepresent 
him and mistate what he did say. 

He has never been asked for and never gave 
any option to anyone for the farm in ques¬ 
tion, except to the City of Pittsbui^b, and 
never did receive any money,gift or other 
valuable thing therefor as reported in the 
Leader. 


He was asked by the reporter “ if the farm 
wasworth$600 per acre,” and he replied that 
as he was an interested party and not familiar 
with the value of farm lands, he would prefer 
not to answer that question, but he at the 
same time referred him to persons who were 
familiar with the land in question and its 
value. One person to whom he referred tlie re¬ 
porter is a well-known bankerlw this city, and 
aman who could be easily found. The reporter 
either did not call upon the person referred 
to, or if he did, he did not see fit to have pub¬ 
lished the result of this interview. The per¬ 
son referred to tried less than one year ago to 
buy a portion of this tract, and made an offer 
of85()0 to 8600 per acre for it, which offer was 
refused. This, however, was not the kind of 
matter which the Leader wanted, and for ob¬ 
vious reasons it was refused publication. 

. Deponent has a nephew, Robert Lee, who Is 
connected with the Mercantile Library, but 
he did not have an interview with him of any 
kind whatever regarding the sale of farm to 
the city. He never spoke to him regarding 
the matter until after the publication of the 
article referred to in the Leader of February 8, 
1891, when said Lee denied having any inter¬ 
view with him on the subject. The article so 
I far as it relates to anything said by the de¬ 
ponent to said Robert Lee is false from be- 
j ginning to end. 

That deponent’s position and relation to 
the persons interested in this matter may be 
fully known, he says that he is not the agent 
for any syndicate, but is the agent in this 
matter for his wife, her sister and two of her 
brothers.

Pittsburgh, January 26, 1891. 
To the Select and Oomynon Cktuncils: 

Gentlemen I desire to inform you that 
the revenue of the city from tax or license on 
streetcars has dwindled loan insignificant 
amount, tlie receipts from that source for the 
fiscal year just ending being less than one 
thousand dollars, and for the year to come 
they will probably be even less. As the com¬ 
panies obtain franchises of great value from 
the city the present is a proper time to impose 
some tax upon them that will yield a respect¬ 
able income to tlie City Treasury. Our tux 
has never been heavy, and its evasion by the 
companies is very unfair to the city. Formerly 
weobtained$20to$:i0 per car from several roads, 
and a tax on earnings from others, but nearly 
all the old street car companies have leased 
llieir lines to traction or motor companies, 
who now operate them, and who pay no tax 
or recompense whatever to the city on the 
ground that the continued existence of the 
companies’ lessor retainstheobligationof tax 
upoii them, but the companies’ lessee, being 
separate corporations, have not been required 
by proper authority to make any payments. 

There is but one city in the United States, 
to my knowledge, which imposes no tax upon 
street car companies, while in those cities 
mentioned below the average rate of license 
per car is $50.00, The requirements of differ¬ 
ent cities in thi.s respect vary much, but a tax 
on cars or upon earnings or receipts seems to 
be tile more general method. From a com¬ 
parison with other cities I think a revenueof 
$25,000 per year not too much to expect from 
this source in a short time, nor can anyone 
dispute the right and duty of the city, as a 
matter of justice, to regard these highly 
favored corporations as proper subjects for the 
derivation of a permanent revenue. 

New York obtained $174,000 in tlie past year 
from her street car lines, 8t, Louis $43,000, 
Washington, D. 0. $33,000, Brooklyn $17,000, 
I.ouisvilJe $12,000, Chicago $38,000, Milwaukee 
$3,700, Buffalo $1,600, Cleveland $3,300, Detroit 
$24,000, and Baltimore $147,000. As a means of 
obviating any technical objections that may 
be raised against tne collection of a license 
from all companies in the city, 1 would sug¬

Gentt.e.hen Agreeably to law I present 
to your honorable bodies niy annual report 
for the fiscal year ending January 3lst, 1891. 

Upon review you will find It as brief as 
possible and to (he point. During the year 
just closed the work performed by this de¬ 
partment has equaled the transactions of last 
year, which were up to that time unprece¬ 
dented in number and extent. Tlie outlook 
for tlie incoming year is that It will be in 
every particular as busy as Iasi, a great deal 
depending on the manner in which the 8u- 
preme Court decides and the Legislature pro¬ 
vides a method for the collection of the cost 
of our public improvements. 

The growth of the city continues in its com¬ 
manding proportions, and with it tlie de¬ 
mands u^n this depivrtinent are continually 
multiplying. Wc have been able up to this 
time to meet the demands upon us, and with 
our increased facilit ies hope to be able to con¬ 
tinue in 11)6 fuliest discharge of every duty 
falling to this branch of the city government. 


With regard to the cleanliness in the mat¬ 
ter of repairs and the general condition of the 
streets, including the ligiiting and the supply 
of water, our city Is now in better condition 
than ever before, Tl)e vast amount of work 
performed by the various subordinate 
bureaus of this department will be found 
clearly and minutely described in detail in 
the several reports submitted as part of this 
general report, I would ask respectfully tliat 
your attention be given to such an extent a.s 
will make apparent to you the many de¬ 
mands upon the department and the effort 
continually required for it to discharge suc¬ 
cessfully Us manifold duties. 

Tlie department has been especially ener¬ 
getic during the year in pressing forward im¬ 
provements upon highways, extending the 
sewerage system of the city. In providing 
breathing places for the masses, and in point 
of cleanliness by the use of improved machin¬ 
ery on the streets, 1 am pleased to say we 
have been able to arrive at results almost up 
to our expectations, and when our facilities 
shall be increased with the machinery already 
purchased, we will be able to preserve the city 
in a condition of cleanliness not at tempted in 
previous years. 

Pursuing the well settled plan of the de¬ 
partment, a large number of streets were re¬ 
paved with block stone and Asphalt during 
the year, and with your help this work will 
go on every year until in this respect the 
streets of our city will be in a condition to 
bear favorable comparison with the thorough¬ 
fares of the many prominent cities of this 
country. The many miles of sewers which 
have been built in the extension of the gener¬ 
al system and the great amount of water pipe 
laid to provide for the needs of our people in 
the rapidly growing sections of the city have 
been the means of improving the sanitary 
condition very much. 

In iny report last year I called attention to 
tlie reservoir capacity of the city, and I now 
agai)) call your attention to it, and also iny 
letter to the Honorable Mayor.recominend- 
ing the construction of an additional reser¬ 
voir. In this matter we are not keeping 
apace will) tiie growtliof our city. In this 
connection I again press upon your consider¬ 
ation the great need for the eslablishinentof 
a system of water metres. Tlie waste of water 
by the people is very great, and it increases 
with the increase of population. This waste 
should be stopped, and it can be slopped by 
the use of metres. The method of water as¬ 
sessment collections as now operated Is as 
near perfect as possible without tlie metres. 

The city property^ committed to the charge 
of this department has been and is cared lor 
by the bureau to which that work has been 
especially assigned. It is in good condition, 
will) the exception of.Hie Council chambers, 
which I hope in a short time will be re-furn- 
ished in a manner in keeping with the build¬ 
ing. 

There is a marked extension of the system 
of Public Ligiiting, and tills work 1 hope will 
go on until in every section the dark corners 
of the city will be Illuminated. 

The splendid entrance of nineteen acres to 
Scheiiley Park was, after some difficulty, se¬ 
cured, making a total of four luindred and 
tliirty-Hve acres in that beautiful tract. The 
work of cleaning up the grounds and making 
clay roads through the park was pushed in a 
vigorous manner, enabling thousands to en¬ 
joy its natural beauties. We will continue to 
push forward the work of making roads in 

























Schenleyand Highland Parks and will leave 
nothing undone that will add to the opportu¬ 
nities there for the enjoyment and recreation 
of the people. 

I have to say In conclusion that my sincere 
thanks are due to my assistants and associ¬ 
ates for their vigorous co-operation in dis¬ 
charging the duties presented to them. I 
liave to thank you for your considerate treat¬ 
ment of my request during the year. For the 
future you may be assured that nothing will 
be omitted that would add to the growth and 
prosperity of the city so far as any etfort of 
this department may be directed to accom¬ 
plish those desirable results.

To the Select and C(nnmon, C^incils: 

Gentlemen:—I desire to direct tlie atten¬ 
tion of your honorable bodies specially to tlie 
items of miscellaneous receipts and city tax 
of current year, as reported by the Finance 
Committee in the pendhig ApiDropriatlon Or¬ 
dinance. 

The brief time at command is Insiifhcient to 
enable me to obtain from the Committee an 
explanation of tlie sources of revenue which 
will bring the miscellaneous items to the 
amount they estimate, which is $186,000 more 
than was received last year, and I have no 
information which will lead me to expect any 
increase in this item whatever, 

Tiie amount the Committee estimate from 
City Tax is based upon an allowance of only 
$107,000 for discounts, lost taxes, and taxes not 
collected before the end of the fiscal year. 

This is, in my opinion, guided by my own 
and the experience of all former Controllers, 
not half sufficient, especially as theCommittee 
estimates the revenue fix)m uncollected taxes 
of previous years at about the full strength of 
the prospective receipts, thus depriving them¬ 
selves of every margin of safety to make their 
aggregate estimates good. Without the latter 
item the $107,000 referred to might pass witli- 
out comment, but as the items Water Rents, 
Engineering and Liquor licenses, are in my 
opinion $60,000 too large, I cannot but foresee a 
defteit on the face of the bill as reported by 
tiie Committee of hardly less than $31K).000. 

Now, as any proposed curative legislation 
which the City may obtain, in relation to 
.street and sewer assessments, may Itself be set 
aside by the Supreme Court, thus finally Im¬ 
posing'upon her a debt of perhaps 81,500.000 it 
seems to me unwise to permit now a certain 
deficiency of so lai^e amount as the Ordinance 
before*you will make. 

In this situation you should sufficiently in¬ 
crease the rate of tax to meet the appropri¬ 
ations reported from Committee or else corres¬ 
pondingly cut down the Appropriations to a 
figure whicli the present rate of tax will 
produce.

Gentlemen:— I respectfully return yon 
herewith C. C. Ordinance No. 762, entitled, 


*An ordinance, levying ta-xes, assessing wa¬ 
ter rents, and making appropriations for the 
fiscal year, beginning February 1st, 1891, with¬ 
out my approval. 

Whilst I realize very fully the improbabil¬ 
ity that any objections which may be pre¬ 
sented in this communication will effect any 
modification of the ordinance, I nevertheless 
feel that it is but due to Councils and just to 
myself, to state some of the reasons which 
prompt my refusal to share in the responsi¬ 
bility of this legislation. 

A careful reading of the ordinance forces 
the conclusion that in order to grant the large 
appropriations demanded by some of the de¬ 
partments of the city government, it became 
necessary to swell the estimated receipts very 
largely in excess of what can I’easonably be 
expected from the sources designated. 

While such a policy may effect the present 
purpose of its adroit advocates to provide 
large appropriations without increasing the 
millage, it will inevitably result in a defici¬ 
ency correspondingly large at the end of the 
year. The pay-day will come next year 
loaded, in all probability, with superadded 
burdens. 

“The ordinance estimates the revenue from 
city tax at $2,700,(MX), allowing according to the 
statement of the Controller but $107,800 to 
cover exonerations, deductions, discounts, 
lost taxes and amount not collected during 
the year. 

“This sura of $107,800 does not In anyway 
appear in the ordinance, but It is a tacitly un¬ 
derstood excess of the tax levy that will be 
reported to the Treasurer over the estimated 
revenue of ^700,000 referred to above. 

“The discounts and exonerations will ex¬ 
haust about half this amount leaving ap¬ 
proximately $o0,000 as against the uncollected 
balanceat the end of the fiscal year. 

“Now the delinquent balance at the end of 
the year of the levy ef 1890 was $245,453.97; of 
the year 1889, $170,929.50; of the year 1888, $238,- 
157.51; of the year 1887, $211,014 24, etc. The 
collections of the 1889 tax were very close, and 
as will be observed, the delinquent balance at 
the end of 1090 was over $245,000. 

“In view of all past experience therefore, 
we have every reason to expect that about 
^280,009 will remain delinquent in the hands 
of the collector at the close of the current 
year. 

“If this reasoning be correct we liave here 
in this one item of estimated receipts, after 
deducting the $50,000 already mentioned, an 
assured deficiency of $230.00. 

“Regarding the water rents, the committee 
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have evUl^'iitly based their e.stima(.e upon an 
assessment of about SirjO.OOO, wiiereas the Su¬ 
perintendent of the bureau has said that he 
does not andoannot expect to be able to assess 
a larger amount than that of last year, which 
was SWJ.OOO. Of this assessment 8136,000 re¬ 
mained uncolleeted at the close of the ttscal 
year, leaving but 8.")08,000 of revenue realized 
during the year Irorn this bureau. 

The ordinance estimates the receipts from 
water rents at $600,<KK). 

In the light of the facts presented, is there 
any substantial reason to believe that the 
revenue from t his source will be almost $100,- 
000 in excess of tliat of last year? 

On the other hand, is not fhe conclusion 
justified that at the end of the^year 1801, there 
will be a deficit in your estimated receipts 
iVf>m water rents of about $70,000? This may 
not be a happy expectation, but it seems a 
reasotiable one. 

The ordinance estimates tlie receipts from 
the .Mayor’s office, at $77,000; from Engineer¬ 
ing, $10,000; from Liquor Licenses, $80,000. 

The increased receipts from tlie Mayor’s 
office during the past year were in a large 
measure the result of the extensive prosecu¬ 
tions of illegal liquor sellers. Without these 
prosecutions tlie revenue from this office 
would not, in my judgment, have exceeded 
the sum of $60,000, The estimate in the 
opinion of persons most competent to know, 
Is $15,600 too high. 

Tlie Supreme Court decision strikes down 
tlie receipts from engineering with the assess¬ 
ments and liens, from whfcli the receipts 
were to be derived, and nothing can be ex¬ 
pected from this source in the present con¬ 
dition of tilings. Notwithstanding this fact, 
your ordinance anticipates 810,000. 

The increase of $20,000 over the estimate of 
last veur from liquor licenses, Is evidently 
based upon one of two assumptions, either 
that the Court will grunt four hundred licenses 
or that the Legislature will pass an act divert¬ 
ing the entire license fee into the City treas¬ 
ury. These are uticertain c<mtingencies upon 
which to base a revenue. They may be real¬ 
ized and they may not. 

The estimated revenue from miscellaneous 
sources is Increased almost $150,000 over that 
of last year. lam informed you propose to 
collect Li»i.s $1.50,000 by the authority of cura¬ 
tive laws expected from the legislature. These 
. laws have not yet been passed, they have not 
yet been signed by the Governor, and even 
though yourexpectalions may be tully real¬ 
ized, it will not be possible to collect any con¬ 
siderable portion oi this money during the 
nresent year. Legal questions will arise, de¬ 
lays will ensue, and in all probability the 
Supreme Court will again be appealed to for 
a decision touching the constitutionality of 
the act. • 

If the foregoing statements are well founded 
the inevitable conclusion must be reached 
that this ordinance will be followed by a de¬ 
ficiency of at least $400,000 at the end of the 
year. 

There are other objections to this measure 
which make it impossible for me to approve it. 

The appropriation of 8^^26,801.40 for parks, 
embraces the following items, as shown by 
Mr. Bigelow’s estimates, to which I cannot 
subscribe: Wm. A. Hoeveler, $27,086.40; Chas. 
B. Seely, $5,000; Mrs. Stella H. Kennedy, $10,- 

m. 

The.se items aggregate $42,086.40 to be used 
for the purchase of property from tl»e persons 


named for Hiland Park. The impression was 
given out while the ordinance was under dis¬ 
cussion, that this property had already been 
purchased, and that the duty devolved upon 
Councils to provide for the payment. This 
land has not been bought, nor do I believe 
the present an opportune time to indulge the 
esthetic tastes of those whoadvocate prodigal 
expenditures for the enlargement and devel- 
oDinent of public parks. Aside from the 
present illegality of the contemplated pur¬ 
chase, neither the present nor tlie Immedi¬ 
ately prospective condition of the city, war¬ 
rants the appropriation of large sums of 
money for additions to the already acquired 
park property. Parks are all right, but by 
wild and extravagant expenditures they may 
be made a serious burden to tiiose who pay 
the taxes. 

From what I liave been able to learn there 
is no pressing necessity for either the bridge 
on Larimer avenue or the one on Forward 
avenue. They may be demanded by some 
philanthropic land owners who manifest an 
abnormal anxiety to benefit a very small por¬ 
tion of the human race through the instru¬ 
mentality of improvements made at the ex¬ 
pense of the general public; but that there Is 
any general demand X have been unable to 
discover. 

The appropriation of $o0,00() for these struc¬ 
tures should, In my judgment, be dispensed 
with for the present. Another objection to 
the ordinance is found in appropriation of 
$90,000 to supply gas fuel for the water works 
of the city. It is a generally admitted fact 
that coal can be supplied at a very greatly re¬ 
duced cost. If this be true why should 
natural gas be oontiniied at so great an ex¬ 
pense to the taxpayer. 

I might refer to otlier objectionable features, 
but time will not permit. Those presented 
constitute sqme of the grounds upon which 1 
base my refusal to approve the measure. 

I believe that by careful pruning $300,000.00 
could be taken from the appropriations will)- 
out detriment to the city, while such action 
would remove the future necessity of provid¬ 
ing for large deficiencies.

A n ORDINANCE— Providing for tlieac- 
ceptance from Andrew Carnegie of free 
libraries. 

Whereas, Andrew Carnegie has generously 
offered to the City of Pittsburgh a gift of free 
libraries, as set forth in llie following com¬ 
munications: 

Pittsburgh, February 6,1890. 
To the Mayor and Councils of JHttsburgh: 
Gentlemen:—S ome years ago I had the 

F ileasure of offering to expend upon a free 
ibrary for the City of Pittsburgh the sum of 
tw’o lumdred and fifty thousand dollars. The 
finances of the city were not then in condition 
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to perm it of its acceptance. Having expended 
more tlian that 'iuin in our sister City of Alle¬ 
gheny, 1 subsequently intimated that I was 
prepared to expend not less than halfa mil¬ 
lion for Pittsburgh, such, however, has been 
the recent growtl) of the city, such are its 
prospects for the future, that careful consider¬ 
ation has led me to the conclusion that in or¬ 
der to provide such libraries as Pittsburgh 
should have will require even a larger sum. 

J think that Pittsburgh requires a central 
bunding containing a reference and circula¬ 
ting library, also suitable accommodations 
for works of art, which I believe its citizens 
would soon provide; that there should also be 
added rooms for ttie meeting of tlte various 
learned societies of the city. The experience 
of New York, Baltimore and other large cities 
has proved tliata central library should be 
supplemented by branch libraries. The free 
circulating library of New York has now four 
of these, the City of Baltimore luis live; they 
are not extensive structures, but eacli con- 
talnsasniall supply of the books mostin de- 
juand, and a reading room, and is operated in 
connection with the central library. Such 
branches I think should be established in the 
various districts of the city, probably'one in 
liirmingliam, another in Temperancevilie, 
another in East Liberty, a fourth in Luw- 
renceville, perliaps a lifth in the older part of 
tliecity. All of these shouJd be thoroughly 
tire-proof, monumental in character and 
creditable to thecity. 

To provide these buildings with suitable 
books, etc., I offer to expend not less than one 
million of dollars. X propose that their locu¬ 
tion, erection and management shall be en¬ 
trusted to a board of trustees composed ex- 
oftielo of the Mayor, the Presidents of Select 
and Common Councils, the President of the 
Central Board of Education and a Library 
Committee of fiveappointed by theCouncils, 
such as you have done me the honor to ap¬ 
point to confer with me; to these I should add 
ihe names of twelve well known citizens of 
Allegheny county, who should have power as 
a body to provide for the re-election of its 
members at staled times, and also to fill va¬ 
cancies in their number. 

The libraries to be formally handed over to 
thecity upon theircompletlon, free from lien, 
in trust for the purposes specified. Thecity 
to agree to receive and support same at its 
owq proper cost under the management of the 
Trustees as above provided. 

The City of Baltimore ’ pays ?o0,000 per 
annum for. the support of its Public Libraries 
established by Mr. Enoch Pratt, who ga ve one 
million of dollars for the purpose; but I believe 
that 840,000.00 per annum would be sufficient 
to maintain those of Pittsburgh; and not less 
that» this sum per annum I require the City 
of Pittsburgh to agree to place at the disposal 
of the library trustees to be expended upon 
them. 

I am clearly of opinion that It is only by 
the City maintaining its public libraries as it 
maintains its public schools, that every citi¬ 
zen con be made to feel that he is a joint pro¬ 
prietor of them, and that the public library is 
for the public as a whole and not for any por¬ 
tion thereof; and I am equally clear that un¬ 
less a community is willing to maintain pub¬ 
lic libraries at the public cost that very little 
good can be obtained from them. Not to save 
me further expenditure therefor but for ihe 
best Interests of the City, I make it a condi¬ 
tion that they shall be properly maintained 
by the Clt 5 ’.

Which were severally referred to the Com- 
jnittee <in Surveys. 

Mr. Boiiley presented

Tl»e Clerk of Select Council having been in¬ 
troduced, announced that Select Council had 
adopted a motion for the appointmentof a 
Special Joint Committee of four from Com¬ 
mon Council and three from Select Council to 
notify the Mayor-elect that Councils would 
meet in joint session at 12 o’clock M., for the 
purpose of administering the oath of office, 
and to escort and Introduce the Mayor-elect 
to Councils. 

Which motion was concurred in, and Messrs. 
Carnahan, Koariiis and Kig- 

liam were appointed on behalf of Common 
Councils. 

Mr. Brown moved

at which time the oath of office will be nd- 
ministered to the Mayor-elect.

And the hour of 12 o’clock, noon, having ar¬ 
rived, 

The Clerk of Select Council having been In¬ 
troduced, stated that Select Council was now 
ready to meet Common Council In joint sew- 
Hlon for the purpose of administering the 
oath of office to the Mayor-elect in conformity 
with law. 

And the Clerk was directed to inform Select 
Council that Common Council was now ready 
to meet with them in joint session for the 
purpose of administering tlie oath of office to 
the Mayor-elect. 

Which was done. 

And Select Council was introduced. 

And Councils being so met in

Tlie of Select Council presented 

the certifleate of the Prothonotary of the 
Court of Common Pleas No. 1, of Allegheny 
County, certifying to the election of H, I. 
Gourley as Mayor of the said City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

Which was read and approved. 

And tlie Mayor-elect, H. I. Gourley, was in¬ 
troduced by t he Committee appointed for that 
purpose, and look the oath of office, which 
was administered to him by the President of 
Select Council. 










And the Mayor spoke as follows : 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen of Select and 
Common Councils: 

“ft is expected that the person brought 
Into prominence by induction into the most 
Important office under the city government, 
should have sometliing to say benefitting 
the time and occasion. The Chief Magis¬ 
tracy of a great city is a conspicuous sta¬ 
tion. It is an honorable position ivhlch 
should dignify tlie incumbent and be digni¬ 
fied by Ijirn. It is not a sinecin e, as many 
suppose, but it is attended by grave respon¬ 
sibilities and serious duties. 

“The people have a right to expect that he 
who assumes the duties of such a position 
will faithfully guard the interests intrusted 
to Ills keeping. 

“Let me cherish the hope that my official 
conduct may be such as to command tlie 
respect and approbation of all citizens who 
favor good government and efficient and 
prudent administration of public office. 
With jio personal ends to accomplish, and no 
political aspirations to foster. I assume the ; 
office with an earnest purpose to discharge 
its duties in harmony witli my convictions 
of rightand with a view to the best Interest 
of tlie city; I cannot do more, and a becom¬ 
ing regard for the people who have honored 
me with their confidence will not permit 
me to do less. 

“In a large city it becomes impossible for 
the citizens in their collective capacity to 
make laws or administer government. The 
people of this great city cannot meet to- 
getlier and legislate; they cannot improve 
the streets, construct sewers, manage the 
supply and distribution of water, Jig’ht the 
hlgliways, control the police and Are depart¬ 
ments or provide for the care and 
comfort of the poor. All tliese matters 
and many otliers, must in the very 
nature of things, be committed to men 
specially selected for the purpose. 

To yon, gentlemen, and the Chief 
Executive of the city is confided tlie 
particular and important duty of legislating 
for the 2)0,000 people who compose our pop¬ 
ulation. We conslilute the legislative 
brunch of tlie city government; we are for 
the time being the representatives oi tlie 
citizens, and what we do here we do in 
their name and stead. Tliey sliould, tliere- 
fore, be justified in the expectation and hope 
that we w'iil legislate wisely and in tlieirin- 
tere.stH. Tlie prosperity of the city, and tlie 
liappiness and well-being of her people are In 
a large degree conditioned by tlie measures 
enacted by us. Vicious and extravagant 
legislation inevitably produce bad govern¬ 
ment and make a discontented and unliappy 
people. 

“There Is great truth in the proverb: ‘In the 
multitude of counsellors there is wisdom.’ It 
Is only tlirough theconference of many minds 
tliat a wise conclusion can be readied on 
important publicqueslions. While itmay be, 
and doubtless is, impossible in matters of legis¬ 
lation to meet the wishes of all the people, it 
l.s nevertheless true that, In tlie light of all 
liifonnatlon that can be obtained, there is a 
resulting rlglit and wrong touching every 
question affecting tlie public interests. On 
such questions it is your province and mine 
Uxliscover tlie right and then ‘Ilew k) the line, j 

let the chips fall wliere they may.’ If we can 
only succeed in pursuing such a course, each 
one of us will at least enjoy tlio good opinion 
of himself—a consideration which ought to be 
of the first great consequence to every man. 


“As your are aware, the ad of Assembly 
approved the 14tli day of June, 1887, together 
witli the subsequent l^islatlon of Council, 
put Into opemtion varlouK executive depart¬ 
ments of our city government. The head of 
each of these departments is the cliief. 

“Thecare, management, administration and 
supervision of the police affair.s, and all 
matters relating to tlie public iiealth, to the 
fire and police force, city telegraphs, and in¬ 
spection of buildings are confined to the r)(3- 
partment of Eublic Safety. 

“The Departmentof Public Worksembrace.s 
the water works, public light, distribution of 
water and gas, opening, grading, paving, curb¬ 
ing, cleaning and repair of streets, and the con¬ 
struction of sewers, care of public buildings, 
markets, parks, wlnirves, etc. 

“To the Department of Charities are com¬ 
mitted the care, management and supervision 
of the charities, almshouses, hospitals, and all 
other similar institutions, the expenses of 
wliich are paid out of the city treasury. 

“The head of each department appoints all 
his subordinates, prescribes rules and regu¬ 
lations for their conduct, assigns their duties, 
and provides for tlie custody and preservation 
of the books, papers, records and property 
under his control. Here Is indlvlaual res¬ 
ponsibility. 

“It has been truthfully said that if public 
work is to be done with vigor and thorough¬ 
ness, there must be some one man who is re¬ 
sponsible. There must be some one person 
who is to bear the blame if the work is neg¬ 
lected, and who is to have the fame if the 
work is done well. 

“It is a well established fact in public as 
well as in private ailairs that the division of 
power is the division of responsibility, and 
the division of responsibility is its destruc¬ 
tion. 

“Under our former system of government 
power and responsibility were divided, and 
while members of cominlltees, boards and 
commissions cheerfully shared the power there 
was a studied puriM)8e on the part of many to 
evade the responsibility. These things have 
been clianged. 

“Every citizen desiring information touch¬ 
ing any of the departments to which I have 
referred has but toaddrc.ss his inquiries to the 
chief of the department. He is the responsible 
party. If there is wrong-doing he is the man 
to censure If his subordinates have neg¬ 
lected duty he is the man to iiold them to 
accountability. 

“As one who must confess his full respon¬ 
sibility for the inception of our present sys¬ 
tem of government,. I have watched its oper¬ 
ations and progress with no indilferent in¬ 
terest. Comparing the result thus far ob¬ 
tained with the achievements of the past, it is 
my deliberate judgment that Pittsburgh has 
the best and purest government she has iiad 
for 30 years, while I say this, I believe that a 
more complete classification of tlie duties of 
the various departments will result In a more 
economical maiiagenieiit of their affairs with- 
outimpairingtheirefficiency. 8olong.genlle- 
men, as you retain at the heads of these de¬ 
partments men of capacity and honor, you 
will have good government; but fill these 
positions with unfit and incompetent men 
and your government must decline. Place, 
for example, at the head of the Department of 
Public Safety an unscrupulous or corrupt 
man, and yon will s<K>n witness the devel- 













opinent of profligate power and prosperous 
crime. Government Is but tbe reflex of those 
who administer It. 

“Over all the departments the Mayor has 
general supervision, with power to direct their 
oftlcers within the line of their duties, under 
tlie laws and ordinances. This power will not 
be Inoperative, nor will It be exerted as an 
Impediment to the discharge of legitimate 
duty, but for the purpose of aiding the officers 
In every movement that will tend to increase 
tlie efficiency of tiie government and protect 
the Interestsof the city. 

“The supplying of pleasure grounds for the 
recreation of the people in large and densely 
populated citie.s Is becoming a recognized 
necessity. In former times and in otlier 
countries It was tlie custom to set aside large 
tracts of land for tlie pleasure andgraliflcation 
of the nobility and royalty. But the advance¬ 
ment of the nineteent h century has developed 
the idea that public provision should be made 
for the enjoyment and diversion of all classes 
of people. Catching the spirit of the limes, 
New York, Philadelphia, Boston, Baltimore, 
Cincinnati, Cleveland, Buffalo, Chioage, St. 
Louis, San Francisco, New Orleans, Allegheny 
and many other cities of our country, have 
supplied oriiumenlal grounds for public use. 
And now, through the beneficent act of a 
good women, who, though for :10 years a resi¬ 
dent of a foriegn land, remembers still her 
native city, llxe people of Pittsburg are to 
enjoy the advantages of a park. I believe lliat 
tlie citizens will approve of a judicious ex¬ 
penditure of money for the improvement of 
the 800 acres which Mrs. Schenley has gen- 
arously donated to the municipality for park 
purposes. The work of ornameiitation cannot 
be consummated in a day ora year. It should 
he done gradually and in such a manner as 
not to become oppressive to tlie people. A 
reasonable appropriation properly expended 
cuchyear will, in acamparatively brief period 
of time, give to the citizens a park that will be 
an ornament to the city, a delight to the 
people, and an enduring memorial of tlie 
munificent deed of a public-spirited woman. 

“It has been said that the true university of 
this enliglxtened age is a collection of books. 
It is a wise policy, therefore, especially in a 
country whose future depends on the in¬ 
telligence of the masses, to encourage every 
effort that tends to bring the wisdom of all the 
ages to tiie very doors ol the people. Large 
collections of books, open for common nse, 
are at once tlie storehouses and manufactories 
of science. Tliej' bring together the accum¬ 
ulated fruits of experience, the researcli and 
genius of other ages and distant nations, as 
well as of our own time and land. Their 
establishment is a tieneflttoall kinds of society, 
and all may find in tiiem recreation and the 
means of Intellectual Improvment. 

“The proposition of Andrew Carnegie to ex¬ 
pend not less tlian a million of dollars in tlie 
founding of a fre6 library for tliischy, Is un act 
of public-spirited munificence meriting the 
imperlsiiable gratitude of every citizen. Men 
are not born celebra^^ed—tliey become so, and 
the history of those who have acquirecl dis¬ 
tinction may often be traced to the humblest 
beginnings. Mr. Carnegie himself rose from 
comparative obscurity to wealtli and honor, 
and by his benefactions lie is affording grand 
opportunities to many an aspiring youth 
who may some day hitch his wagon to a star. 

“In conclusion, gentlemen, the past tliree 
years liavebrouglitto Pittsburgh phenomenal 
prospeiify and growth. In her increase of 
p<>puIation, In the extent of her improve¬ 


ments, in tlie number and recently constructed 
buildings. In the magnitude of her wonderful 
manufactories which have made her namea 
synonym of diversified Industry the world 
over, in the intelligence and skill of herarti- 
sans and mecluinic.s—in all those things which 
tend to make her a metropolitan city, she has 
exceeded the fondest hopes of her most vision¬ 
ary prophets. 

“Her debt has within the past few years 
been reduced from almost fifteen to ten mil¬ 
lions of dollars; and if a sound and cautious 
judgment is exercised by those wlio manage 
her affairs, obligations reslirfg upon her at 
present will soon be entirely obliterated. 

“Her future is big with hope. Through the 
instrumentality of labor and wealth, and by 
the utilization of the inexliausUble resources 
which a beneficent God lias bestowed upon 
her, she Is destined to become the home of a 
million prosperous and happy people and a 
contributing power in llie development of a 
1 great nation.”

Which motion prevailed. 

And Select Council was so notified. 

The hour of 3 o’clock P. M. liuving arrived 
the Select Council appeared and was intro¬ 
duced. 

And Councils being met in 
Joint Session, 

Mr. Risrliam, from the Special Committee, 
presented the following: 

ROBERT BROWN CARNAHAN was 

essentially a man of this community and 
identified with the interests of this people. 
Born upon his father’s farm near to the 
City of Pittsburgh, in wbat is now Union 
township, bis whole life, from infancy to the 
age of ripe manhood. In which he passed into 
the other world, was spent in our midst. 

The family of Mr. Carnahan was one whose 
history is thoroughly partriolic and American. 
His grandfather, David Carnahan, served In 
the Revolutionary Army as a member of tiie 
Flying Artillery, and took part in many iin- 
portant engagements of that war. 

His uncle, Alexander Carnahan, was one of 
the County Commissioners at the time of the 
building of the Court House, recently destroy¬ 
ed by fire; and it was owing to his persistent 
efforts that the present site of the County 
buildings was chosen. 

Our deceased fellow-member was the young¬ 
est Son of William Carnahan wliosefarm was 
situated upon the waters of Saw Mill Run, 
near the City, part of a larger tract of four 
hundred acres called “The Experiment,” 
purchased by David Carnahan at the close of 
the llevolutionary War. 

Robert received an education at the public 
school, and at the Western University, where 
he graduated. Iii this, as in the other circum¬ 
stances of his life, he was identified with this 
County and City. It would be an error, 
though, to say that he was educated at any 
one institution, or that his education was 
completed at any one period of his life. He 
was a constant reader and a dilllgent Student 
until his death. The wide range of his read¬ 
ing, and his marvellously retentive memory 
gave him justly the reputation of being one of 
the best and most thoroughly cultured men 
that this community has ever produced. In 
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addition to the classics, liis reading included 
French and German, a wide range of philo¬ 
sophical and scientific subjects, and on his¬ 
torical matters liis knowledge was great and 
his accuracy proverbial. 

He studied law under the direction of the 
Hon. Walter Forward. He was admitted to 
the Bur of Alleglienj' County, December (Ith, 
1848, and his subsequent career is written 
into its history. 

Always a close student and an indefatigable 
worker, possessed.of a clear and logical mind 
and a wonderfully retentive memory, his 
ability for exliaustive rcvsearch and compre¬ 
hensive analysis leading to logical and accu¬ 
rate conclusions demonstrated Itself on all 
occasions so clearly as to compel recognition. 
He was not gifted with what is sometimes 
called intuition on these matters. There was 
no guess work about his mental processes. 
Questions which came before liim were ex¬ 
amined in ail their bearings, turned over, 
analyzed and dissected, and his opinion when 
formed was fortified by reason and authority 
and logically invulnerable. 

As a Lawyer, lie was distinctively a student 
of law upon principle and as a science. 

His career at the Bar was progressive; the 
circles of his influence constantly widening: 
his abilities as a lawyer, his discretion and 
sound Judgment added to his clientage some 
of the largest estates and corporations In the 
City. AH wlio came in contact with him, in 
the discharge of his professional duties were 
Impressed with the simplicity and truthful¬ 
ness of Ills cliaracter, the breadtti and liberal¬ 
ity of his mind and the .soundness and accu¬ 
racy of his judgment. For many yeans he has 
stood in the foremost rank at the Bar. 

His legal knowledge and his {>erfect fairness 
of mind were the causes of his being fre¬ 
quently appointed by the Courts to act as Mus¬ 
ter iir Chancery. In this capacity ills reports 
were models of clear reasoning, thorough 
researclj and correct appllcutiun of the prim 
ciples of law, and have frequently won en¬ 
comiums from tlie Supreme Courts as well as 
tlie Courts below. 

His public services have been many. And 
varied. He was essentially a public man. 
Throughout his busy and eventful life he has 
always recognized his duty to the public, and 
has found time to subserve Its interests, often¬ 
times at the sacrifice of his own. 

In 1861, he was appointed District Attorney 
of the United Stales for the Western District 
of Pennsylvania and served under Presidents 
Lincoln, Johnston and Grant for nine years 
with honor and distinction. 

He enjoyed the confidence of President 


Lincoln, and Edwin M. Stanton, liis eminent 
Secretary of War, to a remarkable degree, and 
was es{>eciully close to them during the dark 
and troublous days of 1802 and when the 
fate of the Nation seemed to be trembling in 
tile balance. 

On many occasions he was culled into con¬ 
sultation with them, and was entrusted with 
important commissions. Upon his examina¬ 
tion, report and recommendation, followed 
by an address to the Cabinet in person, the 
suspension of the Writ of Habeas Corpus by 
tlie President wasdeclded upon In September, 
186.% to prevent declination of our armies from 
disciiarges of enlfsten men by the Courts. 

He was Solicitor for tiie County of Alle¬ 
gheny and for mai^y years Solicitor of the 
Borough of Birmlnghuin. He served on the 
Schf>ol Board of this Borough and on that of 
the 19th ward of (his City for a period of more 
than twenty years. 

His services in our Councils extended from 
April 4tli, 1881, to July 4lli, 1890,the dateof his 
death. In all tliese capacities, his ripe Judg¬ 
ment, knowledge of the law, and painstaking 
labors have been of the greatest advantage to 
the public. 

He was distinguished for his faithfulness, 
activity and discernment. In the considera¬ 
tion of any public question involving a legal 
principle, he was wont to bestow as much 
time, study and thought as though he were 
retained as counsel In the case, making his 
own examinations, forming his own conclu¬ 
sions, to wliicli he steadfastly adhered. 

He was a courageous man, and his actions 
were at all times controlled by his own views 
on important subjects under discussion. 
Haring carefully formed an opinion, it mat¬ 
tered not who favored or who opposed, lie was 
outspoken and fearless in speech and action. 

Asa legislator, his loss to our City will be 
greatly felt. In the settlement of dlfilcuitles 
which surrounded the former Water Depart¬ 
ment hts Influence was potent, and In a great 
measure through his efforts the department 
was reorganized and steps taken to bring It to 
its present state of efficiency. 

The adjustment of the Penn Avenue Street 
Indebtedness,and the troubles resulting from 
the issue o( the City’s bonds for that purpose, 
claimed much of his time and attention, and 
ills services are worthy of mention and of 
record. 

The beautiful site so generously donated to 
the City by Mrs.Schenley forthe purposes of a 
Park was obtained In great measure by his 
Influence upon and advice to that estimable 
Lady, whose safe counsellor he had been for 
many years. 

In conversation, he was instructive, fluent 
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of speech, and a ready debater; he expressed 
himself with an entliusiaHin which attends 
tiioroutfh conviction, thus he wielded an in- 
rtuence for good. 

Kind of liearl, unassuming in manner, of a 
genial disposition, he was a dellghtruL com¬ 
panion, and regarded by each member of this 
Council as a personal friend. 

So has passed away one who, whiJe Jiving a 
modest and unassuming litb, has left a rec¬ 
ord of energy, of intelligent and well directed 
eflort, of hearty sympathy for all in atttictioii 
and of devoted service to the public g<K)d tiial 
may well serve as a model to succeeding gen¬ 
erations, and Wtkich leads us to deplore a loss 
that will not be readily replaced. 

He was a good citizen and an estimable 
man. 

To his bereaved family we extend our most 
sincere sympathy in their affliction, and tills 
Council now directs that the foregoing be en¬ 
tered as a minute upon its records, in public 
recognition of the services and as an endur¬ 
ing memorial to the merits of our late fellow 
member. 

Whicli was read. 

Mr. BlKrham said 

Mr. President and Members of Ooundl: 

in rising to move the adoption of the brief 
minute just read commemorative of theernl- 
nent services of our lat-e associate and fellow 
member from the Nineteenth ward the power 
of speech wholly fails me to express in any 
measure the emotions which swell up from 
the heart and choke for utterance. To you, 
fellow members, who have for years enjoyed 
the pleasure and advantages of association 
with him. i need not recall the many pleas¬ 
ing characteristics of head and heart which 
won our highest respect, esteem and love. As 
a member of the legislative brand) of the 
city’s government for nearly a decade he oc¬ 
cupied a leading position and left hJs impress 
upon all measures of importance passed upon 
during that period. 

It Ijus been my good fortune to have been 
closely associated with him during the greater 
art of tliattime, and without fear of criticism 

can bear testimony that no other member 
exercised equal Influence among us. He was 
u friend and a counsellor to all, and jn his 
deatl) we feel that each one has suffered the 
loss of u personal friend. During tlie past few 
years tie and I occupied adjoining desks, and 
1 had grow n to depend greatly upon his j udg- 
ment. Ijiberal in his views, free from all bit¬ 
terness or prejudices, warm hearted and 
kind, he was philosophical in his treatment 
of all questions, and It seemed to me that he 
was always right. With the full strength of 
his intense nature he hated the wrong and 
loved the rlgltl, and his insttnete led him to 
the truth as steadfastly as the needle turns to 
tlie pole. 

We often hear it said that no man occupies 
a place In this world that cannot be fllied. 
This perhaps is measurably true, yet I cannot 
blit feel tiiat these Councils and tiic com¬ 
munity at large have sustained a loss that 
will not soon be repaired, Butalthough he is 
gone the memory of his simple hut earnest 


life is present with us, and It were to our 
honor and advantage that we should follow In 
his footsteps and emulate his example in 
lionesty, uuselflsliness and courageous man¬ 
hood. 

Tlie world, Mr. President, moves on in Its 
Hccuslomed course, for it stops for no man, 
but many are the hearts that will mourn his 
loss and mine will always be numbered 
among ttiese. 

Mr. Wnrincastle said 

The excellent epitome presented by Mr. 
Rig'li.aiii leaves little for me to say of the life 
of Mr. Carnahan. It seems eminently ap¬ 
propriate that we should pause Ironi business 
In iliese Councils to pay adeserved tribute to 
llie memory of one who has filled an active 
and influential part in city legislation during 
the past decade. He loved his fellow citizens, 
and his pride in this respect robbed him of 
time and money in his profession, but he 
gladly yielded both to the service of the peo¬ 
ple, considering it an honor and a sacred duty. 
He served nine consecutive years in Councils 
from the Nineteenth ward, and he said to me 
repeatedly that lie would not care to return if 
it was not for the settlement of some import¬ 
ant measure. Now it was the water works 
ditliculty, again the sewerage problem, the 
natural gas question, the flnuncial condition 
of the city, the park Improvement, and so 
from year to year he felt he would be doing 
an injustice to his neighbors and people if he 
neglected the grave municipal questions 
wlilch arose, and which would be solved by 
the aid of his great ability. He Judged 
aright. Would tliat more of our trusted and 
gifted citizens would follow his example. Mr. 
Cariialiaii’a service extended over many 
years from the time he served as corporation 
counsel for a South Side borougii to the close 
of his career in these Councils. In all great 
improvements and questions he played a use¬ 
ful and prominent part. Tlie last, Schenley 
Park, was the crowning one of his career. 
The i^ople of Pittsburgh sliould carry to siio- 
cessiul completion the projected monument 
to his memory, so that all visitors who enjoy 
the pleasures of tliat delightful retreat may 
observe, in enduring marble or bronze, the 
features of the man wlio contributed so much 
to secure tliose beautiful grounds. It will 
be left for others more capable to speak of liis 
qualities as a lawyer. It is but scant notice to 
say that he was a profound and logical reas- 
oner before a jury, earnest as an advocate, a 
sagacious and prudent adviser, and that his 
thorough knowledge of the primary or funda¬ 
mental principles of law fitted him to be tlie 
very best master at the bar. In the field of 
literature his remarkable talents allowed lilm 
to read Greek, Latin and Preach with the 
same facility he did his native language. His 
wonderfully retentive memory enabled him 
to recall with readiness the most minute de- 
Uills and quote verbaUim from pages on 
whicii he had not cast his eyes for years. His 
chief pleasure aside from the companionship 
of his family was to dwell in his library, sur¬ 
rounded by his large collection of books, per¬ 
haps one of the best selections in the^tate. 
His active Intellect sought pleasure and in¬ 
struction in literature’s wide range, from 
clean fiction to profound metaphysics and 
philosophy. I have spent many liours in his 
society, and have marveled at the depth of 
his Information upon all subjects. His mem¬ 
ory was a treasure of wisdom, gleaned from 
extensive reading, experience and attention. 
Ill tills respect, at least, I believe him to have 
treeii tlie peer of Lord Macauley, Tliis city, 







nay, this State, lost oneol lts most profound 
scholars when he died. 

Ill public life Mr. C'arnaliHii performed 
the pari of a wise and active citizen. 
His honest hatred of all that was mean 
or base made him a determined enemy 
of trickery or corruption. From intuition 
and training he held the most e:^alted 
.ideas of the duty of a public servant, and 
Indexible integrity made him determined 
in the pursuit of what he considered of 
truth, even if he od'ended his best and 
warmest friends by his action. He had no 
tact, save to conceive the right and follow It 
to consummation. He would not wantonly 
wound tlie feelings of an opponent, yet he 
seemed completely oblivious to them in his 
earnest ett'ort to impress the trutli upon his 
listeners. His pureand rugged charactercon- 
fronted all criticism. Like his ideal man, the 
Duke of Wellington, “ he stood four square to 
every wind that blows.” 

During the trials of war times Mr. Carnn- 
baii was the close and trusted friend of Presi¬ 
dent Lincoln and Secretary Stanton, and at 
the instance of President Lincoln he was in¬ 
structed to test tlie legality of the suspension 
of the Act of Habeas Corpus, which he did 
successfully before Hon. Wilson McCandless, 
Judge of United States Circuit Court, sitting 
in Ibis city. This may be considered 
6ne of the most vital events of tlie war of re¬ 
bellion, In private life he was the ideal fatlier 
and husband. His government was one of 
love and respect. Harmony and sweet fellow¬ 
ship was the atmosphere of his home life. 

Notwithstanding our grief and loss, I think 
Mr. i'Ariiuhaii's departure could not have 
been more wisely chosen, In the full vigor of 
physical and intellectual ilie he was gathered 
like the ripened but not rusted grain in the 
mellow midsummer of life, and, as we turned 
from the new made grave that July morning, 
we observed tliat nature was in full glory 
without blemish or decay. So in the fullness 
of time we left, for the present, tlie brave 
citizen, loyal patriot and kind father. 

Mr. l^mbie said 

Mr. Chairman:~-\i was my pleasure and 

f ood fortune to have been acquainted with 
Ir. CAriiahan for a period of thirty-flve 
years. When I tlrst became acquainted with 
him, lie was in the prime of his early man- 
luH>a, and a school director In the borough of 
Birmingham, now Twenty-ninth ward of the 
City of Pittsburgh. I was then a lad In the 
primary department of the public §chool in 
that district. My father’s residence was near 
totlmtof Mr. ('ariiahan, and the families 
were somewhat Intimate. At a later period I 
became a pupil of the Pittsburgh High School, 
and frequently crossed the Monongahela river 
with him to the city in the morning. 

During the early period of the war I was at¬ 
tending the High School, whose sessions were 
then held on Smilhheld street, almost di¬ 
rectly opposite to this hall.' The abilities of 
our deceased friend and his influence at that 
early period in his career were such as to at¬ 
tract tiie attention of those in power, and at a 
very critical period in this history of the 
country he was appointed United States Dis¬ 
trict Attorney for the Western District of 
Pennsylvania. He had an office in the Cus¬ 
tom House, directly opposite where I was at¬ 
tending school. With a view to the study of 
law when not at school I was a frequent 
spectator In the United States courts, and 
watched him in his performance of his official 
duties. He was aware of this fact 'and en¬ 


couraged me with kindly words of advice and 
instruction. At his sugge^tlon, and with iiis 
aid I ran us a delegate to tlie Ucpubllcun con¬ 
vention which nominated the late (Jen. Moor¬ 
head for ills lust CongresKlonul term, and 
though wu tiad to hgtit the gallant (Jen. 
Negley, we won the day. At a still later 
period, botii of us being members of CouiicHk, 
we became associates on some of the most 
important cominittees of tills body, among 
wlilcb were tlie old Water Committee, during 
the day of I.s>wry and Hartupee trouble, the 
Carnegie Library Committee, and others 
whicl) I do not at the Instant recall. I think 
my acquaintance wllli him was of sucli a 
character us to Justify me in saying a lew 
words upon this occasion. 

He was a close student of men and affairs, 
not only ofthe men and atfairs of the present 
day but of all ages of the piist. He was not 
content with storing his memory with facts, 
names and dates, although in that respect his 
memory was reinurkabie, he was rallier a 
philosophical student. He analyzed the mo¬ 
tives and causes, and traced out tlie effects of 
men’s actions and thoughts upon the times 
In which they lived and upon those that fol¬ 
lowed. The history of all time was to him an 
open book. He was thoroughly familiar with 
all its characters, and It was by him as 
thoroughly understood as It is possible for 
men to understand the liislory of the ages of 
the past. He had trodden all the Helds 
of literature, ancient and modern, foreign an 
domestic, and had culled all the blight 
flowers found therein. His memory was a 
store-house. It was accurate and prompt to 
respond when facts, illustrations oranecdotes 
were required, either for u public addresser 
for private conversation. He was always loyal 
to his friends, and in the dark hours ofthe 
rebellion he was most intensely loyal to his 
country. This fact was so well known that 
ills advice was deemed valuable. During the 
war iie was several limes called to Washing¬ 
ton to consult with the President and his 
Cabinet upon public affairs. Often times has 
he told me ol the appearance ofthe martyred 
President and of his kindly words upon such 
occasions. His services us District Attorney 
of the United States at this critical period 
were invaluable. As a lawyer he was ever 
faithful to his client, but be never permitted 
his zeal to blunt his conviction of right or to 
distort the law, as he understood it. 1 did not 
always agree with him, and more than once 
had sharp passage with him In debate, yet I 
always attributed to him honestj'of purpose 
and sincerity In words and actions. Several 
times after a heated debate, be has said to me, 

“ I hope I have not hurt the feelings of any 
one,” and I distinctly recall one occasion 
when after an acrimonious discussion in 
which his own feelings liad been hurt, he said 
tome. “I lost my temper and fear I made an 
exhibition of myself.” While very earnest in 
his own convictions he would always listen 
to the opinion of ot hers, and who does not re¬ 
member Ills frequent questions, when, after 
an expression of hlsown views, he would say, 
••Don’t you tliink so,” or “What do you 
think? ” He was very considerate of young 
men,listened to them patiently and kindly 
and aided them w'ith advice and sympathy. 
Distinguished as he was for his exalted 
mental traits he was none the less noted for 
his noble moral character to which I have al¬ 
ready in some manner referred. During his 
whole career, no breath of suspicion ever 
dlmiied the brightness of his official, profes¬ 
sional, or private character. Like iSamuel of 
old, he (H>uld proudly cliallenge his country- 
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men with the words: “ Of whose hand liave I 
received any bribe to Wind mine eyes there- 
wltii.” He was exceedingly jealous of his 
good name. He never made sportive refer¬ 
ences or allusions to those things which are 
wrong, and wlilch men of honor despise. He 
seemed to believe timt if a man touciied pitch 
lie must be defiled. 


Vice is a monster of so frightful mien, 

As to be hated, needs but to be seen, 

Yet seen too oft, familiar wltli Iier face, 

We first endure, then pity, then embrace.” 

Witli liim there was no toying witli what 
now'adays is generally called crookedness and 
irregularhy. He never ventured near the 
line. He made no joking references. A spade 
was to him aspade, and a crime a crime. He 
denounced wrong in public life with pitiless 
scorn and Invectives. He often stood In liis 
own light and placed too small a value upon 
his professional services. While others en¬ 
gaged in public or professional life, for gain, 
lie seemed to be engaged therein for pastime, 
or nobler still, to accomplish good and wise 
purposes. He was not a religious enthusiast, 
but lie hud a deep and earnest conviction that 
it was not all of life to live, nor all of death to 
die. Earnest, faithful and inteillgeiit research 
and Investigation had convinced himof tiie 
justice of the claims of Christianity and had 
broadened and deepened tlie impressions re¬ 
ceived from home leaciiing in childhood. A 
few years ago lliere was in this city a very 
aole, learned and eloquent man, who was im¬ 
bued with agnostic tlieories and who im¬ 
proved every opportunity to advance liis pe¬ 
culiar views. He also was a student. Mr. 
Carnahan and he had reached different con¬ 
clusions. Upon one occasion 1 heard Mr. 
Carnahan express his horror at some of the 
teachings of this geiiUeman and wonder how 
he had readied such conclusions conlravy to 
reason as it seemed to him. He was a family 
man. and no man ever lived wlio loved his 
children and family with more devotion and 
tenderness. His was the fortune of all the 
diildren of men. Sunshine and shadow 
chased each other across his patliway during 
his life. 1 shall not speak of his career in 
these lialls. The Municipal Uecord can 
give that better than I can. Inexpressibly 
sad is the thought tliat on the national 
holiday, while the whole city, headed by 
her lionoreU Chief Magistrate, was dedica¬ 
ting that park lie did so much to 
secure, and wlille ail were awaiting to do iiim 
• honor, he wu.s dying. The season of the year 
was suggestive of anything else but death. 
We were in tlie midst of a bright and glorious 
.summer. All nature seemed rejoicing in life 
and beauty. The air was redolent witli the 
perfume of flowers. The wJiole nation was re 
joiclng on the return of her natal day. Ad¬ 
ded to tliis, Pittsburgli liad additional cause 
for Joy. Our departed friend, In conjunction 
with llieCliief of the Hepariinent of Public 
Works, liad long lioped for and labored to 
secure a public park. At length their efforts 
liad been crowned witli success. The citizens 
had assembled in that park to dedicate it. 
He was expected to be there and would have 
received from liis grateful fellow citizens a 
royal welcome. But alas, man proposes, God 
disposes He was in the rnidst of a useful and 
lionorable career. Wiien lust winter we saw 
him in the convention that nominated our 
present Mayor, wlio tliat saw his vigorous 
frame and iieard his strong words imagined 
deatli to he so near. He seemed to have vigor 


enough of body and mind to last for many 
years,yet listen to the poet: 

“ Heaves have their time to fall, and flowers to 
witlier at the north wind’s breatli, 

Hut tliou hast all seasons for tliine own, oh 
Heath.” , 

I^ure in life, cultivated In mind, wise in 
counsel, eloquent of speech, loyal in friend¬ 
ship, sincere in conviction, gentle in deport¬ 
ment, he was a man we could illy afford to 
lose. Our deceased friend was fitted by edu- 
cn^tion and ability for a higher situation In 
life than any lie ever occupied, and he was 
only held back by his inborn modesty. He 
was not what is known in modern parlance 
us a ” hustler,” yet who shall say in his own 
way and in liis own sphere he was not a more 
useful citizen than if he liad obtained more 
lofty station and higher distinction. Brains 
and culture and gentle deportmont are more 
needed than qualities which go to make up 
thehustler. What are the lessons of this be¬ 
reavement to tiie survivoi’s. There is no 
school master like death. In tlie language of 
yir Walter Kaleigh, “It is death alone that 
can suddenly make man to know himself; iie 
tells the proud and insolent that they are but 
abjects, and humbles them at the instant; 
makes tliem cry, complain and repent, yea, 
often to liate their forepast hapi)iness. He 
takes account of the rich and proves, liirn a 
beggar, a naked beggar which hath interest in 
notning but in the gravel that tills his mouth. 
He holds a glass before the eyes of the beauti¬ 
ful and make.s them see tlierein their deform¬ 
ity and rottenness, and they acknowledge it. 
Uh, eloquent, just and miglity death, wliorii 
none could advise, thou hast persuaded.

tbe estimates. It follows, therefore, that If 
the millage is to remain at what it is for the 
present year the estimates mustW cut down 
()0. If tlie millage Is reduced ihe prun¬ 
ing will have to be considerably Increased. 

While the appropriations asked for. by tin* 
(Mty Treasurer and the Board of Assessors arc? 
embraced in the estimate of the Controller, I 
submit their reports In order that you may 
have before you the reasons advanced by 
these orficers for an increase over theappn>- 
prJutions granted them for the j)reKent year. 

The Treasurer’s OfHce Is economically 
managed as is evidenced by tlie fact that Its 
running expenses are but little in excess of 
what they were fourteen years ago, and yet 
within the period named our population iias 
doubted, while the number of taxpayers have 
increased in proportion. 

To tlie public this is an important office, and 
every facility sliould be afforded for the con¬ 
venience of the taxpayer and tlie prompt and 
ready collection of taxes. 

Perhaps the most important office in the 
city government is that of the Assessors. In 
Itare adjusted tlie valuations upon whicli 
taxes on property are computed. Tiiese valu¬ 
ations must be equitable if Miey arc to be just. 
It this desirable object can be attained by tlie 
appropriation of i?l8,(MX).00 for tills office it will 
be money wisely spent. 

As will be noticed tlie Central Board of 
Education asks for an Increase of S15,2IO.OO 
over the amount appropriated for educational 
purposes last year. This sum is reouired to 
meet tlie expense attending the employment 
of the additional teachers rendered necessary 
by the natural increase in tlie number of 
pupils entering the public schools. 

During the last five or six years our city lias 
been characterized by a wondrous growth, 
.and yet the amount {:4!4,71o.0tl) required for 
educational pni’poses Is but 21 per cent, in ex¬ 
cess of t he sum appropriated for tlie public 
schools for the year 1886. 

The large increase in tlie number of pupils 
iliirlng the present year has made it neces¬ 
sary to increase tlie teacliing force from 611 to 
Olo teacliers. Tiiis fact alone explains in a 
large degree tlie necessity of an increased ap¬ 
propriation.

History and experience demonstrate that, 
in cities at least, poverty and suffering in¬

I The noticeab!e Increase in the expenditures 

j of this department is partlaily explained in 

I tlie fact that dining the past tiiree years 
almost 8200 , 600.00 liave been spent in llie 
buying of lots, in the building, remodeling, 
repairingand furnishing ofengineand slation 
liouses and in the tilting up and furnishing of 
offices. Of tills sum almost 876,()(XMX) were 
spent during the present year. 

In view of what has been done in the lineof 
improvements indicated is It not possible to 
defer some of the i-ontemplated Improve¬ 
ments of a similar character, and thus reduce 
the estimates of the Department of Public 
Safety for Die coming year? 

Ills certainly true that many improve¬ 
ments were necessary In this depariinont; 
but whellicr some of these Improvemenls 
liave not been more elaborate and expensive 
tliun the necessities required Is a (lueslloii 
concerning which various opinions may be 
entertained. 

I liave no disposition to criticise, except In 
the kindliest spirit any of llie actions of u de¬ 
partment which has. In the niulii, been man¬ 
aged witli exceptional ability, and which has 
effected a radical reformation in tlie police 
administration of this city. 

• Great good has been aeeompMshed by the 
department, and while I render this deserved 
tribute to its udministraiion, I desire with 
equal candor to 8a.v that the rule of econoin.v 
Is just as wise in the management of public 
uffuirsasin tlie coiuluctof private business. 

Speaking in general terms,and witiiout |x?r- 
sonal reference, the tendency of all niunlcipal 
governments is toward extravagance. Exten- 
.sive Improvements, expensive public build¬ 
ings and lavisli expcnaltures in otlier direc¬ 
tions are necessarily followed by increased tax¬ 
ation wliich not only add to tlie expenseof 
city living, hut also to Mie cost attending tlie 
prosecution of business enterprises and in¬ 
dustries within tlif city limits. 

In proof of this, It maybe truthfully said 
Mint there is a manifest disposition on the 
part of many extensive manufacturers to re¬ 
move Mieir plants outside the limits of cities 
where, througli the agency of large expendi¬ 
tures, taxation has become a pest, 

Tlie estimated amount required by tbe l>c- 
partment of Public Works for the ensuing 
year Is ?l,742,739.90, wliich Is an Increase over 
tlie amount appropriated Iasi year of 8470,- 
2:49.99. It Is obvious, therefore, that Iftlictax 
levy lor 1391 is not to be increased llie estl- 
matoRof tills department must be cut down 
almost, if not altogether, four luindred thous¬ 
and dollars. 




















The Departnient of Public Works isonoof 
great magnitude, and cm braces a wide range 
of operations. To meet the expenses attei^d- 
i ng the management and work of such a de> 
parlinent requires a lai^e amount of money, 
and I have no doubt that the sum estimated 
for the next year could be judiciously ex¬ 
pended. 

Many of the streets throughout the city re¬ 
quire repaving, and probably more than half 
the estimate could be used for that purpose 
alone. Many other linproveinenls may be 
and doubtless are desirable and important, 
wutcanthe city afford to appropriate all tlie 
money that may be deemed necessary at the 
present time for these purifoses? 1 am very 
free to slate, Uiat, In iny judgment she can¬ 
not. A tifteen-milJ Uix on the city valuation 
of to-day Is just about equal to a tweniy-four- 
itiill tax on the vuluatluii of 1886, and yet the 
levy for that year was but fourteen mills. 

I had Intended to point out in this report 
certain estimates which in my own judgment 
ought to be reduced or entirely omitted, but 
after a very satlsfacu>ry interview wUli the 
chiefofthe department! at once concluded 
not to persue sucii a course. 

The officer to whom I refer is familiar with 
all the details of his department and knows 
better than any one else what items can be 
stricken out of his estimates with the least 
disadvantage to the city. He realizes as 
keenly as any other person the impropriety 
and unwisdom ot increased taxation, and will 
personally suggest to your Finance Com inittee 
whatever reductUms may be necessary to 
effect the object desired. 

Tlie report from this office shows timt up to 
December 1,1890, there was paid into the City 
Treasurer’s Office the aggregate sum of^)4.- 
994.01 as receipts from the several Police 
Magistrates of the city. For the month of De- 
cemberthe additional sum of from 

the same source has been passed into the 
Treasury, making the total receipts to Janu¬ 
ary 1. 1891, St)9,630.06, The receipts for the pres¬ 
ent month will probably make the total re¬ 
ceipts of this office for the whole year about 
^4,000.00. This is an excess of about $25,000.00 
over the receipts of last year, notwlthstana- 
Ing the tact that various licenses heretofore 
collected by tins office were transferred to the 
depirtment of Public Safety at the com¬ 
mencement of the writer’s official term. 1 
would respectfully suggest that your Finance 
Committee fix the estimated receipts of the 
Mayor’s Office for tlie year at 1891 at ^,000.00. 

There are one or two other matters to which 
I desire to refer. According to reports in my 
possession there are about sixteen hoi'ses and 
buggies furnished at llie expense of the city 
for the use of city officers. Some of these, and 
especially those used in the Fire Bureau, are 
an absolute necessity, but others in my judg¬ 
ment might very properly *>e dispensed with. 
The facilities at present afforded by street 
cjirs render the use of horses and buggies less 
necessary’than in the past, and a.s a conse¬ 
quence every possible expense in this direc¬ 
tion should be discontinued at the earliest 
possible moment. These buggies are not only 
a source of constant expense to the city, but 
BO far as I have been able to discover a num¬ 
ber of them were never expressly authorized 
by Councils. 

Again, notwithstanding the opinion of very 
excellent gentlemen to the contrary, 1 be¬ 
lieve the time has <g>me when the affairs of 
the city government should be administered 
with some degree of adherence to the estab¬ 


lished rules which apply In business life. 
There are many excellent mei» in the employ 
of the city, but to say this of all would be a 
llagrant misapplication of terms. 

Fitness for the duties required should be 
deemed an essential qualification in the man 
appointed to place. Departments and bureaus 
should not be crippled, nor the administra¬ 
tion of the government Impaired by the admit¬ 
ted incapacity of appointees who are an In¬ 
cubus on the body politic. The public have a 
right to expect capable service and the un¬ 
questioned duty devolves upon those who 
possess the appointing power to see tluit they 
are not disappointed. 

I had intended to communicate something 
regarding the unhappy situation presented 
by the recent decision of the Supreme Court 
touching the method of assessing costs fur the 
improvement of streets, etc., in our city. But 
inasmuch as your P'inance Committee has 
very promptly and very properly held a meet^ 
ing to determine on some suitable course in 
the present emergency, 1 deem it unnecessary 
to say anytliing on the subject at this time. 
Before I knew of this meeting I had at the re¬ 
questor the City Controller invited a confer¬ 
ence of the leading officials at tliis office on 
Tuesday at 2 P. M. In view of ti»e action of 
your committee this meeting is pcrliaps un¬ 
necessary.

DkarSik:—H erewith please find sclieduled 
report of Liieexpenditures and receipts of the 
Department of Public Works for ihe ten 
months ending November 30, 1890, with ap¬ 
proximate receipts for the months of Decem¬ 
ber. 1890, and January, 1891. Tl»e amounts ap¬ 
propriated for the several bureaus of the de¬ 
partment, 1 am pleased to say, will be suffici¬ 
ent for the expenditures of the two remaining 
monttis of tlie fiscal year. 

Approximating the amounts to properly 
conduct the department for the incoming 
year, I have been compelled to increase the 
amounts in the following bureaus : Engineer¬ 
ing and Surveys, City Property, Highways 
and Sewers, Public Lighting. Water Supply 
and Distribution, Board of Viewers, Parks 
and Repaving, for the following reasons: 

In the Bureau of Engineering and .Surveys 
the work already proposed will necessitate 
the employing of an additional corps. 

The increase in the Bureau of City Prot)erty 
is caused by tlie remodeling of the City Treas¬ 
urer’s Office, Council Chambers, Assessors’ 
Office, Registry Office, plumbing and otljer 
repairs to Municipal Hall. 

Highways and Sewers—The large number of 
streets Improved, and miles of sewers con- 
struefed during the past year, and the rapid 
growth of our city make it necessary that tlie 
force be Increased to keep apace with tlie 
times. I had arranged to purchase machin¬ 
ery, horses, Ac., out of the appropriation of 
18W, but on account of the storms of the past 
two weeks the expenditures of the bureau 
have been so increased as will absorb the 


































































greater part of the appn)priatlon, compelling 
inetoaddthe above name i lletiia iti the ap¬ 
prox! mated estimate for 1891. 

In the matter of public llglitlng I have pro¬ 
vided for one Hundred a)id sixty (IliO) arc 
lamps, to be placed on the HoutJi Wide, thirty- 
nine (8!i)on second avenue, twelve (12) on Sut¬ 
ler street and Stanton avenue, fourteen on 
(14) in the Oakland district, twenty-two (22) 
in Sliadyslde, and sixty-five ((><)) in tlie East 
End. 

IntlteBprean t)f Water .Supply and Dhstri- 
bntioii the increase is caused by the Item of 
natural gas. In connecti(in with tltis, X 
wisi) to call your attention to tiie fact we 
pump at least one-halfof tlte water used in 
the city one hundred and twenty (120) feet 
higher than is neces.-«ary* ’I'o save this ex- 
pehseand to providefor the properamount 
of reservoir capacity, I have placed ilie 
amount of seventy-five thousand dollars ($75,- 
OOO.OD) for Llie purchase of property lor that 
purpose. 

The increase In the office of the Board of 
Viewers is on account of the raise In tiie 
salaries of the clerks, whicli was ordered by 
Councils. 

In the item of parks the purchase of prop¬ 
erty and Mie law Compelling us to pay the en¬ 
tire purchase at one time increases tiie 
amount asked for over one liundied thousand 
dollars ($100,090.00), 

In the matter of repavl ng the schedule shows 
the cost of the several streets that In my 
Judgment should be repaved. Councils have 
referred petitions for many streets that I 
shall be compelled to leave over for another 
year. 

The subject of bridges Is a new one. I have 
placed the sum of one hundred thousand dol¬ 
lars ($100,000.00) for the bridge over the Mon- 
ongahela liver, that ainountseemlng tosatisfy 
the demand of tiie citizens in that section of 
the city. I have also added thirty thousand 
dollars ($; 10 ,(W) 0 .(K)) fora bridge over Negley 
run, and twenty thousand dollars ($20,000.00) 
for one on Forward avenue. Twenty-third 
ward. Believing that the increase value of 
the property will soon repay the city for the 
outlay.

this fund. The amount due tliissinking fund 
when the first appropriation was made in 
1889 was $98,0!N>, which amount should, under 
law, be provided in addition to annual up* 
nroprlutions at the rate of tlie last two years 
by the time tiie loan matures in 1904. 

If the annual Hppr<»prialion be doubled for 
the next fourteen years the full sum required 
at maturity, with the present balance, will be 
thus provided. I strongly recommend tiiui 
Ihis be done, as there is full w'arrant, not to 
say duty, of law' for it, and the present year is 
a particularly favorable lime to initiate that 
provision which will do full Justice to this 
fund and discharge the loan when due. 

The annual appropriation of ten thousand 
dollars to the Fire Department Loan Sinking 
Fund, whose bonds fait due in 1893, can now 
be dfsconiiued, as the Interest in investments 
made for said fund, together with the present 
balance when invested, will bring that fund 
to tire face of tiie bonds at maturity. The tux 
heretofore levied over tiie area known as the 
old city will also be discontinued this 5*ear hy 
reason of compliance with tlie terms under 
which it was im)a>8i d. These two circum* 
sbmees enable the city to make an appropria¬ 
tion of fourteen thousand dollars for the 
Municipal Cofisolidated Hhiktng fund afore* 
said without appreciably Impairing the reduc¬ 
tion In taxation which they efTect. Ail otlier 
hems herewith are as low as can be made. 
The appropriation for outslandlng warrants 
of course is not estimated yet.

This is, in my opinion, guided by iny own 
and the ex|)erlence of all f(»nner Confntllers, 
iiotha]r8ufiicient,es|>cciaily as the Committee 
estimates the revenue from uncollected (axes 
of previous years at nbotit tlie full strength of 
the prospective receipts, thus depriving them¬ 
selves of every margin of safety to make their 
aggregate estimates good. Without the latter 
item the $107,000 referred to might pass with¬ 
out comment hut as the items Water Rents, 
Engineering and Liquor licenses, are in my 
opinion $50,000 too large, I cannot but foresee a 
deficit on the face of the bill as repj^irtcd by 
the Committee of hardly less tiian |:Vx>.000. 
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Now, as any proposed curative legislation 
which the City nmy oblain, in relation to 
street and sewer assessments, may Itrffelf be set 
aside by t)ie Supreme Court, thus finally Im¬ 
posing upon her a debt of perhaps $1,500,000 it 
seems to me unwise to permit now a certain 
deficiency of solargeuiriount as the Ordinance 
before you will make. 

In this situation you should sufficiently in¬ 
crease llie rate of tax to meet the appropri¬ 
ations reported from Committee or else corres¬ 
pondingly cut clown the Appropriations to a 
figure whicli the present rate of tax will 
produce.

Gentlemen;—! respectfully return yon 


herewith C. C. Ordinance No. 7i>2, onlltled, 
‘An ordinance, levying taxes, assessing wa¬ 
ter rents, and making appropriations for the 
tlscal year, beginning February 1st, 1891, with¬ 
out my approval. 

Whllsll realize very fully the Improbabil¬ 
ity that any objections which may be pre¬ 
sented 111 this cominnnieatlon will effect any 
modltioatton of the ordinance, I nevertlieless 
feel that It Is but due to Councils and Just to 
myself, to slate some of the reasons which 
prompt my refusal to share In the responsi¬ 
bility of this legislation. 

A careful reading of the ordinance forces 
the conclusion that In order to grant the large 
uppropriations demanded by some of the de¬ 
partments of the city government, It became 
necessary to swell the estimated receipts very 
largely In excess of what can reasonably be 
expected from the sources deslgnaled. 

While such a policy may effect the present 
purpose of its adroit advocates to provide 
large appropriations without Increasing the 
miilage, it will Inevitably result In a defici¬ 
ency wrrespondingly large at the end of ihe 
year. The pay-day will come next year 
loaded, In all probability, with snperadiled 
burdens. 

“The ordinance estimates the reVenue from 
city tax at $2.700,OiX), allowing according to the 
statement or the Controller but 8107,800 to 
cover exonerations, dednctlons, discounts, 
lost taxes and amount not collected during 
the year, 

“This sum of 8ld7,800 does not In anyway 
appear In the ordinance, but It Isatacltly un¬ 
derstood 'excess of the tax levy that will be 
reported to the Treasurer over the estimated 
revenue oT 82,700,000 referred to alcove. 

“The discounts and exonerations will ex¬ 
haust about half tiiis amounl leaving h)>- 
proxtmately 8^,000 as against the uncollected 
balance at the end of t he fiscal year. 

“Now the delinquent balance at the end of 
t he year of the levy of 1890 was 82i'),4.>3.9T; of 
the year 1889, 8170,929..^ of the year 1888, r238.- 
1.37.51; of the year 1887. 8211,014 24, etc. The 
collections of the 1889 tax were very close, and 
as will be observed, the delinquent balance at 
the end of 1090 was over 824'3,0fx). 

“In view of all past experience therefore, 
we have every reason to expect that al>ont 
8280,000 will remain delinquent in the hands 
of the collector at the close of the current 
year. 

“If this reasoning be correct we have here 
in this one item of estimated receipts, after 
deducting the 850,000 already mentioned, an 
assured deficiency of 8230.00.

On the other hand. Is not (he concluNion 
Justified Miat- at the end of the year 1801, there 
will he a deMtdi in your estiinaUal receipts 
from water rents of alMJiit $70,tXIO? This may 
not bo a happy expectation, hut It seems a 
reasonable one. 

The ordinance eKtiinafes the receipts from 
the Mayor s office, at $77,000; from fhiKineer- 
Ing, $l(),(X)f); from Liquor rjicciises, $80,0^, 

Tlie Increased receipts from the Miiyor’s 
ofllce during the past year were in a large 
measure the result of the extensive prosecu¬ 
tions of Illegal liquor sellers. Without these 
prosecutions the reveiiiie from this office 
would not, in my Judgment, have exceeded 
tiie sum of $0D,IXX>. The estimate In the 
opinion of persotis most competent to know, 
Is$15,(HX) too high. 

The Supreme Court decision strikes down 
the receipts frcuri engineering wUIi llie assess¬ 
ments and liens, from wldcli the receipts 
were to be derived, and nothing can be ex¬ 
pected from this source in the present con¬ 
dition of things. Notwitiistanding tills fact, 
your ordinance anticipates $10,000. 

Tlie increase of $20,000 over the estimate of 
last year from liquor licenses, is evidently 
based upon one of two assumptions, eitlier 
that the Court will grant four hundred licenses 
or Unit tlie Legislature will pass an act divert¬ 
ing the entire license fee Into the fJJty treas¬ 
ury. These are uncertain contingencies upon 
which to base a revenue. They may lie renl- 
f/ed and they may not. 

The estimated revenue from Riiscellaiieous 
sources Is Increased almost $1.')0,(XX) over that 
of last year. lam informed yon propose to 
collect tlds $lo(),(XX) by the authority of cura¬ 
tive laws expected from the legislature. These 
laws have not yet been passed, tliey have not 
yet been signed by tlie Governor, and even 
Miongl) your expectations may be fnlfy real¬ 
ized, It will not be possible to collect any con¬ 
siderable portion ol this money during the 
Present year. I^egal questions will arise, de¬ 
lays will ensue, and in all probability the 
Supreme Court will again be appealed to for 
a decision toneJiing the constitutionality of 
the act. 

If tlie foregolngsfatements are well founded 
the inevitable conclusion must be reaclicd 
tiiat this ordhiance will be followed by a de¬ 
ficiency of at least $M)0,0(X) at the end of the 
year. 

Tliere are other objections to tills measure 
which make It impossible for me to approve it. 

The appropriation of $326,801.40 for parks, 
embraces the following items, as shown by 
Mr. Bigelow's estimates, to wliich I cannot 
subscribe: Wm. A. Hoeveler, $27,086.40; Ghas.

'I’liese items {iggr<*g»ito $12,086.10 to be used 
for tlie ))urchaHe <M property from the persons 
numeti ft)r Jlllund Park. TJic lmi)resslon was 
given out while Llie ordinance was under dls- 
cusHlun, tliat. this property liad already l>een 
purehasecl, aiKl that tlie duly devolved U])on 
(’ouiiclls t<i provide for the payment. This 
land has not been l>onglit, nor do 1 believe 
tlic present an opportune 1 ime to Indulge the 
esiluUic tastes of those wlnmdvoeule prodigal 
expenditures for the enlargement and (level- 
opnumt of public parks. Aside from the 
present Illegality of tlie eonlemiduted pur¬ 
chase, neither (lie present nor the imincili- 
atoly prospective condition ot the city, war-

park pi'oporty. I’arks arc all right, but by 
wild and exlravagunl expenditures they may 
he made a serious ijurdon to those who pay 
the taxes.

They may be demanded by some 
phllani hroplc land owners who manifest an 
abnormal anxiety to benefit a very small por¬ 
tion of the human race tiirongh Die insiru- 
mentalUy of improvements made at the ex¬ 
pense of tlie general public; but that there Is 
any general demand 1 have been unable to 
discovei'. 

The appropriation of $y),(XX) for tiiese struc¬ 
tures should, in iny Judgment, be dispensed 
with for the present. Another objection to 
j the ordinance is found In appropriation of 
$tX),0tX) to supply gas fuel for Die water works 
of Die city. It Is a generally admitted fact 
i Miat coal can be supplied at a very great ly re¬ 
duced cost. If tills be true wh> should 
natural gas be continued at so great an ex- 
i pense to the taxpayer. 

I mIglU refer toother objectionable features, 
but time will not permit. Those j^resenled 
constitute some of the grounds upon whlcli I 
base my refusal to approve the measure. 

I believe Dial by careful pruning $;1(X),0(KJ.(X) 
could be taken from tlie appropriations witli- 
out detriment to the city, while aueli action 
would I’ernove the future necessity of provid¬ 
ing for large deficiencies.

A n OROINANC’E— Providing for thenc- 
ceptance from Andrew Carnegie of free 
libraries. 

WHEREA8, Andrew Carnegie has generously 
offered to the City of Pittsburgh a gift of free 
libraries, as set forth in the following com- 
innnicalions: 

Pittsburgh, February 6,1890. 
To the Mayor and Councils of Pittsburgh: 

Gentlemen:— Some years ago I had the 
pleasure of offering to expend upon a free 
library for the City of Pittsburgh the sum of 
two hundred and fifty thousand dollars. The 
finances of the city were notthen in c<mdition 
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to permit of its acceptance. Havint; exjumdert 
jiiore tlian tljat ^uin in our sister City of Alle¬ 
gheny, 1 subsequently Intimated that I was 
>repured to expend not less than hulfa mil- 
ion for Pittsburgh, sncli, however, lias heejj 
the recent growth of ilie city, such are Its 
prospects for the future, (hat careful couMlder- 
ation lias led tno to the conclusion that In or* 
der to provide such libraries us JMtlsbnrgfi 
should have will require even a larger sum. 

I think tliat Pittsburgh requires a central 
Oulldlng containing a reference and circula¬ 
ting library, also suitable aecoinmodatlons 
for worlsa of art, which I believe Its citizens 
would soon provide; tliat there should also he 
added rooms for the meeting of the various 
learned socleties.of the city. The experience 
of New York, Baltimore and other large cities 
has proved that a central library sliould be 
supplemented by branch libraries. The free 
circulating library of New York has now four 
of these, the City of Baltimore lias five; they 
are not extensive structures, but each con¬ 
tains a smalt supply of tlie books most in de¬ 
mand, and a readingroom, and is operated In 
connection with the central library. Sucli 
branches I think should be established In tiie 
various districts of the city, probably one In 
Birmingham, another In Temperancevllle, 
another in Kast Liberty, a fourth in Law- 
rencevlile. perhaps a fifth in the older part of 
tiieclty. All of these should be thoroughly 
fire-proof, monumental in character and 
<M’edltable to tiieclty. 

To provide these buildings with suitable 
books, etc,, I offer to expend not less than one 
million of dollars. I propose that their locu¬ 
tion, erection and Tnunugement shall be en¬ 
trusted to a board of trustees composed ex- 
ofticlo of the Mayor, the Presidents of Helect 
and Common Councils, the President of the 
Central Board of Education and a Library 
Committee of five appointed .by the Councils, 
such as you have done me the lionor toat)- 
point to confer with me; to these I sliould aad 
the names oftwelvewell known citizens of 
Allegheny county, who should have power as 
a body to provide for the re-election of Its 
members at stated times, and also to fill va¬ 
cancies in Iheir number. 

The libraries to be formally iiaiided over to 
the city upon thelrcompletion. free from lien, 
in trust for the purposes specified. The city 
to agree to receive and support same at its 
own proper cost under the management of tlie 
Trustees as above provided. 

The City of Baltimore pays $.5(1,000 per 
annum for the support of its Public Libraries 
established by Mr. Enoch Pratt, who gave one 
million of dollars for the purpose; but 1 believe 
that840,000.00 per annum would be sufticlent 
to maintain those of Pittsburgh; and not less 
than this sum per annum I require the City 
of Pittsburgli to agree to place at the disposal 
of tlie library trustees to be expended upon 
them. 

I am clearly of opinion tliat It is only by 
the City maintaining its public libraries as it 
maintains its public sclioole, that every citi¬ 
zen can be made to feel that lie is a Joint pro¬ 
prietor of them, and that the public library is 
for the public as a whole and not for any por¬ 
tion thereof; and I am equally clear that un¬ 
less a community Is willing to maintain pub¬ 
lic libraries at the public cost that very little 
good can be obtained from them. Not to save 
me farther expenditure therefor but for the 
best interests of the City, I make it a condi¬ 
tion that they shall be properly maintained 
by tlie City.

sell and purchase real estate and improve¬ 
ments, and erect such improvements as may 
be deemed necessarj^ for the proper care and 
maintenance of said poor.” 

And Whereas, Under a certain other act of 
Assembly of said Commonwealth of Pennsyl¬ 
vania, entitled “An Act relating to the acqiii- 
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sition, purchase and sale of real estate by the 
board of ii^iuirdlaiis for iJje relief and employ¬ 
ment ofthe poor In cities of the second class,” 
approved the 2jith day of May, A. I). 1»87, it Is 
enacted, 

“That the money realized from the sale of 
property, as authorized by the flrst section of 
this act, Shull be appropriated to the purciiaso 
and payinetitof anew farm or and the 
erection of buildings thereon, as liereln before 
provided; the surplus, if any, shall be j)ald 
into tlie City Treasury for City i)uriH>seH,'’ 
therefore, 

Be it ordained and enacted by the City of 
Pittsburgh, in Select and Common Councils as- 
sembled, and it is hereby ordained and enacted 
by the authority of the same. 

Section I. Tliat the money arising fr(»m 
tlie sale of the real estate of said City author¬ 
ized to be sold and conveyed under the ordi- I 
nance to which this Is a supplement shtill be, 
and is hereby appropriated and directed to be i 
used first in paying for the real estate author- , 
ized to be purchased for said City under an or- ' 
dinancG entitled ‘‘An ordinance providing for j 
the purchase of real estate by the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh for the proper care and rnalntenafice of 
the poor of said City,” approved the 12th day 
of.Iuly, A, 1). 1890, and the balance thereof, or 
so much as may be necessary, shall be used, 
laid out and expended in the construction, 
erection and complellon of such buildings 
and Improvements thereon as may from time 
to time be made and done. 

That the Controller of said City 
is hereby authorized and directed to arrange 
with the purchasers of the said property so 
authorized as aforesaid to be soUi, to antici¬ 
pate the payment of so much of the purchase 
money thereof as shall be necessary to com¬ 
plete the purchase of the real estate so author¬ 
ized to be purchased under the ordinance 
aforesaid: and, In order to do so, the said Con¬ 
troller Is hereby authorized and empowered, If 
required, to give such purchasers further time 
for the payment of the balance of the pur¬ 
chase mtmey, provided the payment of such 
balance shall be secured by a purchase money 
mortgage until such time as it shall be actu¬ 
ally paid, and shall bear Interest at the rate of 
five per centum per annum; provided, how¬ 
ever, that the extension sogiven shall not ex¬ 
tend beyond the time required for the com¬ 
pletion of such buildings. 

HF.c. 8. The Chief of the Department of 
Charities of said City is hereby authorized and 
directed, at any time within the period named
